Q.  David  Bowers,  Co-Chairman,  is  perhaps  the  best- 
known  and  most  noteworthy  numismatist  of  the  last 
50  years.

More 
recently,  he  also  serves  as  Numismatic  Director  of  Whitman  Publishing 
LLC,  where  he  has  produced  another  group  of  books  including  the  very 
popular  Red  Book  series.  More  of  Dave's  books  have  won  "Book  of  the  Year" 
honors  from  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild  than  have  those  of  any  ofher 
author.  From  the  Professional  Numismafists  Guild,  he  has  received  the 
coveted  Friedberg  Award  a record  seven  times!  During  his  illustrious  career, 
he  has  catalogued  and  sold  at  public  auction  many  of  the  finest  and  most 
valuable  and  important  collections  ever  assembled.  They  include  the  Louis 
E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.  GoIIection,  the  only  complete  United  States  coin  collection 
ever  brought  together,  the  Harry  W.  Bass  Jr.  Collection,  the  Ambassador  and 
Mrs.  R.  Henry  Norweb  Collection,  the  John  Work  Garrett  Collection  sold  by 
order  of  The  Johns  1 lopkins  University,  the  Childs  Collection,  the  highlight 
of  which  was  the  finest  known  1804  silver  dollar,  the  second  most  valuable 
coin  ever  auctioned,  as  well  as  others. 


Harvey  G.  Stack,  Co-Chairman,  has  over  50  years  of 
numismatic  and  public  auction  expertise.  An  American 
Numismatic  Association  member  for  over  a half  cenfury, 

Harvey  Stack  was  a contributor  to  the  building  of  its 
Golorado  Springs  headquarters,  which  houses  the 
Stack's  Gallery  endowed  by  his  family  and  which  bears 
ifs  name.  He  was  direcfly  involved  with  the  first  ANA 
Grading  Guide  and  has  received  the  Association's 
Medal  of  Merit.  In  1967  he  represented  the  numismatic 
industry  before  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department  and  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  repeal  of  the  onerous  and  long-standing  gold  coin 
import  regulations  that  had  unfairly  impacted  coin  collectors  throughout 
the  country.  In  1973  he  was  the  sole  industry  representative  to  appear  before 
Congress  advocating  passage  of  the  Hobby  Protection  Act.  Harvey  was 
appointed  by  President  Jimmy  Carter  to  the  U.S.  Assay  Commission  in  1976, 
the  last  sitting  of  this  oldest  citizens'  commission,  which  had  assured  the 
integrity  of  the  nation's  coinage  for  nearly  two  centuries.  He  and  his  son, 
Lawrence  R.  Stack,  have  donated  significant  numismatic  materials  to  the 
ANS,  the  ANA  and  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  where  he  serves  as  a lifetime  member  of  the  prestigious  Smithson 
Society.  He  served  as  President  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild 
in  1990-91.  During  this  tenure  as  President,  Harvey  effectively  defended 
the  PNG  and  the  industry  from  proposed  Federal  Trade  Commission 
regulations  which  he  felt  were  inappropriate  for  responsible  professional 
numismatists.  He  was  honored  by  his  peers  with  the  coveted  PNG  Founders 
Award  in  1993  and  again  in  1998  for  an  unprecedented  second  time.  He  is  a 
Fellow  of  the  ANS  and  an  active  member  of  the  International  Association  of 
Professional  Numismatisfs  and  Royal  Numismafic  Societv.  He  has  served 
as  an  expert  witness  for  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department,  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  the  Secret  Service,  a number  of  world  banks,  the  New  York 
City  Police  Department,  London's  Scotland  Yard  and  other  law  enforcement 
agencies  all  over  the  world.  Harvev  appeared  before  Congress  during  the 
1990's  fo  propose  his  idea  for  the  "50  State  Quarters"  commemorative 
program;  the  product  of  which  we  are  enjoying  todav.  In  the  summer  of 
1997  he  received  a singular  honor  from  the  ANA  when  he  was  named  fhe 
Numismatist  of  the  Year  for  1997  in  recognition  of  50  vears  of  servia’  to 
the  coin  collecting  hobby. 
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David  T.  Alexander  received  his  BS  and  MA  degrees  from  the 
Universitv  of  Miami  and  joined  the  firm  as  a cataloguer  in  1990. 
A Life  Member  of  the  ANA,  he  has  contributed  articles  to  The 
Numismatist  and  the  ANA  Centennial  Anthology  and  received  the 
Glenn  B.  Smedley  Award  and  ANA  Medal  of  Merit.  He  served 
on  the  staff  at  Coin  World  from  1974-81.  He  received  the  Clemy 
Award  from  the  NLG  in  1987.  David  is  a 25-year  member  of 
the  ANS  and  a member  of  the  Augustus  B.  Sage  Society.  He 
has  presented  papers  at  the  1999  and  2005  ANS  Conferences 
on  Coinage  of  the  Americas.  David  is  a Contributing  Editor  of  COINage  magazine 
and  pens  "The  Research  Desk"  colunm  for  Coin  World.  He  received  the  1990  Society 
for  International  Numismatics  Silver  Medal  of  Merit  for  Excellence  in  Writing  and 
Research  and  Krause  Publications'  Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  in  1995.

Rare  and  Important  Morro  Castle  Medal 

Betts-443  in  Silver 


201  1762  Defense  of  Morro  Castle  medal.  Betts-443.  Silver.  Choice 

About  Uncirculated.  49.5  mnT,  741.0  grains.  One  of  tlie  most 
detailed  and  interesting  medals  in  the  whole  Betts  tome,  com- 
memorating a Caribbean  action  involving  troops  from  the 
North  American  colonies.  Nicely  reflechve  surfaces  show  a 
wealth  of  toning,  with  a base  tone  of  pleasing  leaden  gray  and 
lively  highlights  of  pastel  blue  and  bright  gold.  Superb  lustre 
and  eye  appeal,  extremely  sharp  and  carefully  handled  since  its 
mintage.  Magnified  and  critical  scruhny  reveals  just  the  most 
minor  hairlines  and  an  old  dig  inside  the  left  end  of  the  reverse 
musliroom  cloud.  Some  darker  toning  stripes  distinctively  cross 
the  reverse.  The  overall  eye  appeal  is  magnificent,  matched 
only  by  the  fine  detail  of  the  dies  and  the  historic  nature  of  this 
commemorative  from  the  last  major  battle  involving  Anrericans 
before  the  American  Revoluhon. 

The  Morro  Castle  medal  is  unusual  in  that  it  commemo- 
rates a loss,  rather  than  a victory.  Struck  in  Spain  from  dies  by 
the  gifted  court  engraver  Tomas  Francisco  Prieto,  the  obverse 
shows  the  jugate  busts  of  Luis  de  Velasco  and  Vincenzo  Gon- 
zalez, the  commanders  of  the  ancient  fortification  at  Havana 
called  the  Morro  Castle.  The  reverse  shoes  the  explosion  of 
the  massive  powder  magazine  on  the  site,  with  ships  in  the 
harbor,  men  thrown  dozens  of  feet  into  the  air,  and  British 
troops  rushing  in.  The  fine  engraving  is  as  nicely  rendered 
as  any  English  or  French  medal  of  the  period  down  to  the 
finest  grizzly  details. 

Americans  were  a key  portion  of  the  English  forces  that 
conquered  Havana,  and  many  New  England  men  volun- 
teered for  the  duty  as  a welcome  break  from  campaigning 


in  Canada.  Thousands  of  them,  hoping  to  see  warm  sun  and 
sandy  isles,  instead  died  of  tropical  illness.  The  American 
Provincials,  numbering  over  2,000  men,  were  commanded  by 
Phineas  Lyman  of  Connecticut.  Richard  Montgomery,  killed  as 
a General  at  the  1775  battle  for  Quebec,  was  among  the  Ameri- 
can officers  present  at  Havana  for  the  action  commemorated 
by  this  medal,  as  was  Israel  Putnam  of  Massachusetts,  who 
died  at  Bunker  Hill.  The  42nd  Regiment,  one  of  the  bodies  of 
troops  that  was  most  often  utilized  during  the  North  American 
of  fho  Seven  Years  War  and  saw  action  at  places  like 
Ticonderoga  and  Montreal,  left  Staten  Island  for  the  Carib- 
bean in  1761.  After  visiting  Martinique  and  the  Barbadoes, 
they  took  part  in  the  reduction  of  Havana,  returning  to  New 
York  City  in  1763. 

The  Spanish  union  with  France  against  England,  starting 
in  1761,  seemed  ill-advised  by  the  time  Havana  fell;  after  the 
fall  of  Canada,  that  port  city  became  the  most  marquee  target 
of  English  military  energy  in  the  hemisphere  and  took  the 
brunt  of  it.  Luckily  for  Spain,  Havana  was  returned  on  paper 
by  the  1763  Treaty  of  Paris  and  in  fact  a few  years  later.  This 
medal  was  issued  in  tiny  numbers  in  silver  during  this  era,  and 
today  is  known  by  just  a small  number  of  examples — mavbe 
as  few  as  a dozen  in  this  composition.  It  makes  a key  addi- 
tion to  collection  of  American  historical  medals,  but  stands 
as  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  Spanish  historical  medals 
also.  Its  acquisition  will  be  a happy  event  for  anv  advanced 
numismatist.

The  Saint  Vincent's  Black  Corps  Medal 

An  18th-Century  Rarity 


202  (1795)  St.  Vincent's  Black  Corps.  Betts-530.  Bronze.  About  Uncirculated.  48.4  mm,  62.8  grams.  Reflective  surfaces 

show  golden  toning  and  a wealth  of  rose  around  peripheries  and  devices.  Cleaned  long  ago,  a bit  bright,  and 
showing  some  hairlines,  but  nicely  retoning.  Good  detail,  no  heavy  marks.  Magnification  reveals  that  this  medal 
was  struck  three  times  in  order  to  bring  up  the  high  relief  devices,  most  visible  around  the  legends. 

An  unusually  elusive  and  historically  important  medal  of  African  and  Caribbean  interest,  marking  the  suc- 
cessful defeat  of  the  Caribs,  a Creole  people  who  populated  Saint  Vincent  and  were  descended  from  natives  and 
slaves.  The  Saint  Vincent  Black  Corps  was  a freedman's  regiment,  and  the  reverse  figure  clearly  depicts  what  was 
thought  to  be  the  ideal  island  resident  of  African  descent:  "Bold,  Loyal,  Obedient"  and  standing  at  attention  with 
his  musket  and  no  shoes.  The  other  side  shows  the  alternative:  a defeated  Carib  under  Victory's  feet,  his  musket 
broken  in  the  foreground.  These  medals  are  very  rare  today;  we  have  seen  only  LaRiviere's  (2001)  and  Ford's 
(2006)  offered  in  the  U.S.  in  the  last  decade.  The  Ford  specimen  sold  for  $12,650,  marking  a new  record  and  an 
appropriate  level  of  interest  in  this  extremely  important  medal. 

An  old  box  labelled  "W.  J.  Taylor,  Medallist,  London"  inside  the  top  lid  accompanies  this  lot,  though  from  the  size  aperture  within  it 
does  not  seem  to  be  the  original  case  for  this  medal.

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Historic  1777  Franklin  Medallion  by  Nini

1777  B.  Franklin  Americain  medallion.  Betts-548,  Fuld  FR.ME.NL.3-NINI.  Terracotta.  About  Uncirculated.  116.2 
mm.  Lovely  earthen  pale  orange,  an  even  and  pretty  shade  that  is  lighter  than  some  of  the  chocolate  brown  or 
mahogany  finishes  sometimes  seen.  A beautiful  example  of  one  of  the  most  famous,  lifelike,  and  enduring  of  the 
lifetime  Franklin  portraits,  made  from  life  while  he  was  in  France  during  the  American  Revolution.  The  portrait 
shows  Franklin  in  his  beloved  fur  hat,  facing  left  and  slightly  smirking,  with  a large  armorial  and  signature  of 
Nini  at  his  truncated  shoulder,  the  date  1777  below.  This  specimen  was  found  in  a manor  home  in  France,  where 
it  graced  a wall  until  recent  years.  The  top  edge  was  drilled  with  a hole  for  suspension,  as  is  typical,  though  a 
single  fine  hairline  crack  was  left  from  12:00  to  the  beaver  hat  as  a by-product;  Ford  XIV,  Lot  327  showed  a similar 
hairline  from  its  suspension  hole,  yet  realized  $5,750.  This  example  is  otherwise  very  nice,  with  no  chips  around 
the  obverse  rim.  A chip  is  missing  from  the  bottom  of  the  blank  reverse,  but  is  unimportant  on  this  non-displayed 
side.  Some  glue  residue  is  also  seen  on  that  blank  side. 

This  famous  portrait  medallion,  hand-produced  in  terracotta,  has  only  grown  in  popularity  in  recent  vears. 
This  highly  attractive  specimen  is  an  unusually  decorative  artifact  from  the  Revolutionary  era  and  would  be  a 
perfect  centerpiece  to  a collection  of  Betts  medals  or  Franklinana.

32. 1 mm.  12.27  grams.  Attractive  light  silver  gray  with  deeper  gray  around  devices.  A very  sharp  specimen,  unholed 
and  showing  no  signs  of  a mount.  Two  very  tiny  linear  fissures  are  nofed,  as  sfruck,  from  George's  forehead  to 
the  rim.  No  heavy  marks  or  distractions,  just  some  minor  hairlines  and  excellent  visual  appeal  for  the  grade.  This 
is  one  of  the  nicer  examples  we've  seen  of  a medal  that  seemingly  does  not  come  Uncirculated.  Collectors  have 
long  included  this  tvpe  in  their  cabinets  to  represent  the  small  medals  said  to  have  been  distrubuted  after  1793 
by  Canadian  Lieutenant  Governor  John  Simcoe,  a Revolutionarv  War  veteran.  For  those  who  seek  a specimen, 
this  one  would  be  difficult  to  improve  upon.

Known  in  silver  originals 
and  restrike.s,  as  here,  and  copper  restrikes,  this  is  the  rarest  of  the  three  j.Q.  Adams  medals.  Carlson  noted  three 
auction  records,  but  the  cataloguer  can  locate  no  meaningful  modern  one  of  an  original  medal  in  silver.

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Historic  James  Buchanan  Indian  Peace  Medal

Julian  IP-34, 
Prucha-50,  Belden-50.  Silver.  Very  Fine.  75.8  mm.  184.42 
grams,  4.3  mm  to  4.8mm  thick.  Holed  for  suspension  at  12:00, 
old  loop  still  present,  likely  the  original,  matching  others  seen 
on  this  issue  in  terms  of  shape  and  size.  A beautiful  example 
with  a fine  original  appearance.  Dark  gray  toning,  deepest 
at  the  peripheries  and  approaching  black,  with  glossy  sur- 
faces. Boldly  struck,  with  Buchanan's  temple  well  defined 
and  excellent  sharpness  on  both  sides.  The  contact  marks 
present  in  the  fields  are  mostly  tiny.  The  reverse  rim  shows 
a few  abrasions,  notable  just  below  9:00  and  just  above  3:00, 
while  the  obverse  shows  a rim  bruise  just  below  the  date.  The 
visual  appeal  is  excellent,  with  its  dark  toning  and  uncleaned 
surfaces  giving  it  a pleasing  and  rustic  look.  Wear  on  Indian 
Peace  medals  is  a fine  line — not  enough  makes  the  piece  look 
less  historically  interesting,  while  too  much  makes  the  medal 
unattractive.  This  piece  finds  a happy  medium. 

As  we  noted  in  our  Ford  XVI  catalogue,  "[Carl]  Carlson's 
research  yielded  only  three  auction  records  for  a silver  76mm 


Buchanan."  Beyond  the  rarity  of  this  medal,  the  designs 
are  distinctive  and  important,  showing  the  first  medallic  il- 
lustration of  baseball  (earlier  than  Bolen's  medal  by  a year) 
on  the  reverse.  The  contrast  reveals  the  Anglo-American 
misunderstanding  of  native  lifestyles,  juxtaposing  the  pe- 
ripheral elements  of  a man  being  scalped  against  the  central 
devices  of  children  playing  baseball  and  a native  pushing  a 
plow — while  wearing  a fancy  war  bonnet — something  akin 
to  a general  mowing  his  lawn  while  wearing  his  epaulets. 
The  same  design  was  kept  for  the  Lincoln  medals,  though 
most  of  those  were  struck  from  a copy  reverse  lacking  the 
artist's  signature  in  the  reverse  exergue.  Any  opportunity 
to  acquire  an  original  Buchanan  Peace  medal,  issued  as  a 
diplomatic  tool  during  a ley  period  of  the  Westward  Expan- 
sion, is  an  important  chance  for  collectors  and  enthusiasts 
in  Western  history. 

Bacon  Rind,  the  famous  Osage  who  also  lived  in  Oklahoma,  was  pho- 
tographed wearing  a Buchanan  medal  just  like  this  one.

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Beautiful  Abraham  Lincoln  Peace  Medal

Uncirculated.  62.8  mm.  97.78  grams.  4.1  mm  - 4.4  mm  thick.  Holed  for  suspension  at  12:00.  Reflective  brilliant 
silver  gray  fields  show  just  light  toning  of  gold  and  rose  in  the  right  obverse  field  and  decorating  peripheries  on 
both  sides.  A medal  of  superb  quality,  a bit  bright  from  an  old  lacquering  but  the  same  (reversible)  treatment  man- 
aged to  protect  this  piece  nicely.  The  details  are  brought  up  in  significant  relief,  barely  rubbed  at  highest  points, 
and  losing  none  of  their  fine  engraving.  Hairlines  are  seen  on  both  sides,  probably  from  a light  polishing  long 
ago,  scattered  light  contact  points  on  both  sides,  though  none  are  severe.  The  high  rims  are  remarkably  intact, 
including  a wire  rim  around  the  right  side  of  the  obverse. 

This  medium  or  "second"  size  is  considered  to  be  significantly  more  elusive  than  the  largest  Lincoln  Indian 
Peace  medal,  produced  in  a 76  mm  format.  Most  of  the  specimens  described  over  the  years  are  well  worn,  VF  or 
so,  and  only  a few  are  better,  including  this  one  and  the  beautiful  example  that  was  sold  in  Ford  XVI  as  Lot  163. 
Described  as  "Choice  About  Uncirculated,  Prooflike,"  that  piece  sold  for  $23,000.  This  piece  is  not  quite  as  pretty, 
but  it  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  improve  upon  this  specimen  of  the  popular  and  rare  Lincoln  medal.

While  it  is  more  frequently  encountea'd  than  other  earlier  medals, 
specimens  with  the  well-made  original  hanger  are  quite  elusive.  Any  .specimen  this  nice  is  a prize.

The  Louisiana  Taylor  Medal  in  Silver 

A Mexican  War  Rarity 


210  (1847)  Major  General  Zachary  Taylor.  The  Louisiana  Medal. 

Julian  MI-25.  Silver.  About  Uncirculated.  76.5  mm.  185.66 
grams.  5.0  mm  - 5.3  mm  thick.  A nice  specimen  of  this  classic 
American  medal,  one  struck  to  mark  the  efforts  of  Louisiana's 
favorite  son  Maj.  General  Zachary  Taylor  in  the  Mexican 
War.  Mottled  dark  gray  with  lighter  silver  gray  in  areas  with 
delightful  toning  highlights  of  pale  blue  and  gold.  The  details 
are  well  defined,  just  barely  worn  on  the  high  points  and 
double  struck  to  bring  up  the  impressive  relief,  though  the 
double  striking  had  the  effect  of  thinning  some  of  the  smaller 
characters  among  the  legends.  Scattered  signs  of  handling 
are  seen,  light  hairlines  here  and  there,  a thin  scratch  left  of 
the  scales  and  a jogging  nick  in  the  same  area.  Two  reverse 
rim  bruises  are  seen,  one  at  3:00  and  another  near  10:00,  not 
a surprising  situation  considering  the  weight  of  the  medal 
and  the  height  of  the  rims.  The  planchet  shows  some  minor 
inherent  pits  here  and  there,  as  made,  including  little  patches 
of  light  roughness  at  U of  UNION  and  HA  of  ZACHARY. 


Produced  in  antebellum  New  Orleans  by  the  firm  of 
H[orace]  E.  Baldwin  & Co.,  silversmiths,  the  dies  were 
created  by  America's  most  famed  medallisf  of  the  period — 
Charles  Cushing  Wright— with  the  design  assistance  of 
New  Yorker  Pefer  Paul  Duggan,  an  historian  and  professor 
of  drawing  at  New  York's  Free  Academy.  The  same  design 
team  accomplished  the  Washington  Allston  medal  struck 
by  the  Mint  in  this  era.  The  military  scene  on  the  reverse 
is  reminscient  of  the  finest  work  of  Dupre  or  Furst  and  is 
glorious  in  its  fine  detail. 

While  copper  specimens  of  this  medal  are  seen  on  oc- 
casion, the  silver  examples  are  highly  elusive.  Our  Ford 
VII  catalogue  estimated  that  "there  are  probably  no  more 
than  15  of  fhese  surviving."  It  appears  silver  examples  were 
distributed  to  officers  and  were  never  restruck,  making 
them  prime  collectibles  from  the  pre-Civil  War  South  and 
magnificent  examples  of  the  highest  standards  of  American 
art  of  the  period.

Imposing  .999  Fine  Gold  Columbia  College  Medal 
Awarded  to  Henry  Drisler,  Noted  19th  Century  Classicist 
Struck  by  Tiffany  & Co. 


219  Henry  Drisler  Semi-Centennial  of  Service  to  Columbia  Col- 
lege Gold  Medal,  1894.  Choice  About  Uncirculated.  435.6 
grams  of  .999  fine  gold  (13.99  troy  ounces  of  actual  gold),  69 
mm,  thickness  6.8-7.3mm.  Surfaces  are  bright  gold  with  a 
slightly  textured  finish.  A gold  medal  as  large  and  imposing 
as  this  would  undoubtedly  have  been  awarded  in  a custom 
case,  since  missing;  handling  of  the  medal  has  left  some  minor 
surface  disturbances  and  rim  tics,  not  unusual  for  a gold  medal 
of  this  heft.  Examination  of  the  edge  reveals  a horizontal  test 
cut  and  a minuscule  pinhole,  both  apparent  attempts  to  test 
the  quality  of  the  gold  by  incredulous  previous  owners. 

A graduate  of  the  Columbia  College  class  of  1839,  Henry 
Drisler  (1818-1897)  was  a homegrown  servant  to  Columbia 
who  held  nearly  every  post  imaginable  at  that  institution. 
Ablest  student  of  noted  linguist  Charles  Anton  (himself  a 
famous  numismatist  whose  collection  was  sold  in  the  late 
19th  century),  Drisler  started  as  tutor  at  Columbia  Grammar 
School  (1843-45),  became  adjunct  professor  of  Greek  and  Latin 
at  the  College  (1845-57),  professor  of  Latin  (1857-67),  and  John 
Jay  Professor  of  Latin  (1867-94).  He  also  twice  served  as  acting 
president  of  the  College  (1867, 1888-89),  as  the  College's  first 
dean  (1889-94),  and  as  president  of  the  Columbia  Alumni 
Association  (1872-79).  His  most  important  contribution  to 
the  field  of  classics  was  his  work  as  joint  editor  of  Liddell 
and  Scott's  Greek-English  Lexicon.  Outside  of  Columbia,  he 
was  an  ardent  opponent  of  slavery  and  served  as  a trustee 
of  the  Astor  Library,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  the 
American  School  at  Athens. 

This  immense  gold  medal,  boasting  the  actual  gold  weight 
of  nearly  15  double  eagles,  was  bestowed  upon  Drisler  at  his 
retirement  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  at  the  Commence- 
ment of  1894  in  recognition  of  his  50  years  of  service  to  his 


alma  mater.  His  semi-centennial  celebrations  included  a 
public  reception  by  the  Columbia  Alumni  Association  and 
the  presentation  of  a tribute  volume  of  classical  studies 
composed  of  articles  by  former  students.  Drisler's  long  ser- 
vice made  him  the  de  facto  biographical  bridge  between  the 
early  College  located  in  the  original  King's  College  building 
in  lower  Manhattan  to  the  modern  University  of  the  early 
1890s,  then  located  where  Rockefeller  Center  exists  today.  The 
sheer  immensity  of  this  golden  gift  is  a testament  to  Drisler's 
importance  to  Columbia  College  and  the  affection  for  him 
shared  by  his  peers,  students,  and  superiors. 

The  medal  itself  is  an  imposing  tour-de-force  struck  by 
famed  Tiffany  & Co.,  clearly  noted  on  the  obverse.  Although 
unsigned  by  any  specific  sculptor,  research  in  Tiffany's 
archives  may  prove  fruitful  in  attributing  this  work.  The 
obverse  boasts  the  high  relief,  left-facing  busts  of  Homer  and 
Virgil,  the  twin  muses  of  a classicist  like  Drisler.  The  reverse 
exhibits  a modest  wreath  enclosing  Latin  inscriptions  record- 
ing the  award  of  the  medal  to  Drisler,  with  the  awarding  party 
recorded  at  the  peripheries. 

A medal  as  historical  as  this  will  fit  comfortably  into  a 
collection  of  academic  medals.  Tiffany  medals,  large  gold 
medals,  or  a well  chosen  collection  of  important  19th  century 
medallic  art.  As  the  actual  gold  medal  awarded  to  Drisler  in 
1894,  it  is  unique  and  irreplaceable. 

We  have  been  able  to  track  only  two  other  off-metal  strikes  of  this 
medal:  a gilt  bronze  version  currently  in  a private  collection,  and  a bronze 
specimen  presumably  still  at  the  University  Club  of  New  York,  presented 
to  its  Council  in  November  of  1898. 

An  x-ray  test  revealed  the  composition  of  this  medal  to  be  98.W';.  gold 
and  1.01%  zinc  by  weight.  Given  some  inaccuracy,  this  closely  msembles 
a .999  fine  gold  composition.  At  curmnt  gold  prices,  this  medal  contains 
nearly  $9500  in  gold!

Legends  translate  loosely  to  "The  philosophy  of  excellence  contains 
the  discipline  of  both  duty  and  living  well."  The  surfaces  of  this 
medal  exhibit  a bright  and  rich,  honey  gold,  matte  finish.  Some 
minor  marks  are  noted  on  the  high  points  of  the  reliefs  and  are 
consistent  with  normal  handling. 

The  Nicholas  Murray  Butler  Medal  was  instituted  in  1914,  and 
according  to  a recent  article  in  Columbia's  The  Campus  Record, 
has  been  awarded  in  gold,  silver  and  bronze  every  5 years  since. 
Further  research  proves  this  to  be  a bit  inaccurate,  as  awards  in 
various  metals  have  apparently  been  made  on  an  as-required  basis 
ever  since.  The  most  recent  crop  of  awardees  in  late  2005,  includ- 
ing historian  of  New  York  City  and  Columbia  professor  Kemreth 
Jackson,  received  silver  versions  of  this  medal.  In  addition  to  the 
present  awarded  gold  specimen,  we  know  of  one  silver  piece 
awarded  in  1937  and  an  unawarded  bronze  in  private  collectors' 
hands,  while  a bronze  specimen  (awarded?)  is  noted  in  the  ANS 
collection.  Undoubtedly  there  are  more  in  collectors'  hands  and 
yet  more  privately  held  by  the  recipients  and  their  families;  many 
also  seem  to  be  permanently  impounded  in  institutions  holding 
the  papers  of  individual  recipients.  Noted  recipients  include  Brit- 
ish philosopher  Bertrand  Russell,  noted  philosopher  Jolm  Dewey, 
and  Kenneth  B.  & Mamie  Phipps  Clark,  whose  research  was 
prominently  cited  in  the  pivotal  Supreme  Court  decision — Brown 
V.  Board  of  Education  of  Topeka,  Kansas. 

Nicholas  Murray  Butler  (1862-1947),  whose  imposing  chest 
up  portrait  is  on  the  obverse  of  this  medal,  was  a larger  than  life 
character  who,  for  much  of  the  early  20th  century,  was  a house- 
hold name.  A graduate  of  Columbia's  Class  of  1882,  he  received 
his  doctorate  from  the  College  in  1884  and  in  1885  became  a 
member  of  Columbia's  faculty  in  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
Becoming  acting  president  in  1901  and  full  president  of  Colum- 
bia in  1902,  he  served  in  this  position  over  four  decades  until 
1945.  His  long  presidency  was  marked  by  the  doubling  in  size 
of  Columbia's  physical  campus,  expansion  in  the  number  of  its 


buildings,  schools  and  departments,  and  an  increase  in  enrollment 
from  4,000  to  34,000.  A pedagogical  institute  established  by  Butler 
later  became  Columbia's  Teachers  College. 

Outside  of  Columbia,  Butler  was  politically  involved  in  the 
Republican  party,  and  was  close  personal  and  political  friends  of 
Elihu  Root,  William  Howard  Taft,  and  Theodore  Roosevelt.  He 
served  as  a delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  over 
half  a dozen  times  from  1888  to  1936,  and  actually  tried,  unsuc- 
cessfully, to  secure  the  presidential  nomination  for  himself  on  nu- 
merous occasions.  Butler  was  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  the 
Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace  and  was  influential 
in  persuading  Andrew  Carnegie  to  establish  the  Endowment  with 
a gift  of  $10,000,000.  This  and  other  activities  earned  him  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  in  1931.  Butler's  numerous  academic,  administrative, 
and  political  achievements  earned  him  the  nickname  "Nicholas 
Miraculous"  by  his  good  friend  Theodore  Roosevelt,  a moniker 
that  is  now  the  title  of  Butler's  recently  published,  first  modern 
biography. 

This  particular  specimen  was  awarded  to  George  Edward 
Moore  in  1955,  just  three  years  before  his  death  at  age  84.  Moore 
was  an  influential  British  philosopher  and  professor  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Analytic  tradi- 
tion in  philosophy,  along  with  Bertrand  Russell  (Butler  Gold  Medal 
recipient  in  1915),  Ludwig  Wittgenstein,  and  Gottlob  Frege.  He  is 
best  known  for  his  revolutionary  1903  work  Principia  Ethica. 

The  enormous  size  and  weight  (actual  gold  weight  of  this  18 
carat  medal  is  4.66  ounces,  over  $3150  by  recent  gold  prices)  of 
the  medal,  the  international  stature  of  namesake  Butler,  and  the 
choice  of  eminent  sculptor  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  to  design  the  medal, 
all  point  to  the  importance  of  this  academic  prize  and  the  prestige 
bestowed  upon  its  recipients.  Pratt  is  best  known  by  numismatists 
as  the  designer  of  the  revolutionary,  incuse  Indian  Head  quarter 
and  half  eagles  of  the  1908-1929  period,  but  this  student  of  pre- 
eminent sculptor  August  Saint-Gaudens  is  also  widely  kno\\  n 
for  his  monumental  sculptures  adorning  many  public  buildings 
and  squares  in  the  United  States.  His  work  on  this  medal  mates  a 
skillful  work  of  bas-relief  portraiture  with  a simple,  artistic,  and 
more  classical  design  on  its  reverse. 

Here  is  a wonderful  medal  destined  for  a collection  of  academic 
prizes,  gold  medals,  or  sculpture.  It  represents  an  opportunitv  to 
acquire  a rare  major  work,  in  noble  gold,  bv  an  intemationalh- 
recognized  and  revered  sculptor.

As  seen  on  the  plate  piece  in  the  Dewitt  book 
for  this  subvariety  (a  different  specimen),  the  word  "traitor" 
has  been  contemporarily  inked  in  a tiny  scrawl  next  to  the 
portrait  of  Senator  John  Bell  of  Tennessee!  Apparently  some- 
one at  the  time  acquired  a small  group  of  these  and  circulated 
them  with  the  added  political  sentiment  after  Bell's  home 
state  seceded  from  the  Union  in  1861.  This  piece  shows  pleas- 
ing golden  brass  rings  around  good  quality  photographs, 
some  crazing  visible  on  Bell's  portrait  and  a bit  of  roughness 
on  Everett's.  A spot  is  noted  on  the  1860  date.  Everett,  the 
Harvard  professor,  and  Bell,  the  old  Whig  from  the  South, 
were  an  unlikely  combination  for  the  Constitutional  Union 
Party  and  were  handily  defeated.  They  carried  only  Virginia, 
Kentucky,  and  Tennessee.  This  piece  remains  as  an  evocative 
reminder  of  that  tremulous  era,  far  more  interesting  with  the 
contemporary  graffito  than  without,  to  our  mind.

275  Cherokee  Archive,  1831-1878.  An  extraordinary  collection  of 
hand-written  letters,  typescripts,  contemporary  newspaper 
clippings,  and  documents  relating  to  the  Cherokee  Nation 
and  its  forced  relocation  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  West.  Many 
letters  and  clippings  are  devoted  to  the  imprisonment  and 
sufferings  of  missionaries  Elizur  Butler  and  S.A.  Worcester 
for  "illegal  residence  and  preaching  to  the  Indians,"  offenses 
under  Georgia  law.  The  case  ultimately  involved  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  in  Washington  and  editorial  cries  of  "Federal 
usurpation,"  leading  to  the  missionaries'  release.  Georgia 
names  involved  in  this  sorry  episode  will  be  familiar  to  col- 
lectors of  private  gold,  notably  Governor  Wilson  Lumpkin 
and  the  Milledgeville  Penitentiary. 

Elias  Boudinot  documents  appear,  recalling  the  Chero- 
kee educated  in  Cornwall,  Connecticut,  who  took  the  name 
to  honor  his  school's  benefactor,  patriot  and  Mint  director, 
Elias  Boudinot.  This  Indian  spokesman  is  represented  by 
a four-page  handwritten  letter  and  a reprint  of  his  May  26, 
1826  Address  to  the  Whites,  delivered  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Philadelphia,  describing  the  remarkable  progress 
of  the  Cherokee,  including  developing  its  own  alphabet, 
self-government  and  newspaper.  Boudinot  soon  after 
became  the  arch-traitor  who  illegally  signed  the  so-called 
Treaty  of  New  Echota  "authorizing"  the  nation's  removal 
to  the  West,  for  which  he  was  later  assassinated.

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Extremely  Rare  Large  Sails  Sommer  Islands  Shilling 

Perhaps  Only  Six  Known  — The  Murdoch  (1903)  Specimen 


317  (ca.  1616)  Sommer  Islands  shilling.  Breen-1.  Large  Sails. 
Extremely  Fine-40. 88.6  grains.  31.8  mm.  A coin  of  magnificent 
rarity,  one  of  just  a few  Large  Sails  Hogge  Money  shillings  in 
private  hands.  While  any  Sommer  Islands  shilling  is  a rarity,  this 
coin  is  rarer  still  for  several  reasons:  it  is  m private  hands  and  not 
impounded  in  one  of  several  institutions  in  Bemruda,  tlie  United 
States,  or  England;  it  is  struck  from  the  Large  Sails  reverse,  from 
which  far  fewer  pieces  survive  than  the  Small  Sails  reverse;  and 
it  has  the  added  interest  of  a centuiy-old  provenance  to  one  of 
the  most  famous  and  elaborate  cabinets  ever  formed. 

The  surfaces  show  a mottling  of  mahogany  and  olive 
green  coloring  over  the  slightly  rough  surfaces.  Nearly  every 
specimen  known  was  found  in  the  ground  in  Bermuda,  and 
this  piece  is  likely  no  exception.  Some  brighter  green  verdi- 
gris is  seen  in  areas,  most  notable  at  the  upper  right  reverse 
and  near  the  left  reverse  rim.  The  sharpness  is  extremely 
bold  for  one  of  these,  with  a very  clear  hogge  and  most  of 
the  obverse  legends  present.  The  ship  is  also  crisply  detailed, 
with  the  three  sails  and  most  rigging  perfectly  plain  to  the 
naked  eye.  The  planchet  is  broad  and  nearly  round,  allowing 
for  nearly  all  of  the  peripheral  beading  to  frame  the  reverse 
and  most  of  the  beading  also  seen  on  the  obverse,  though 
that  die  is  misaligned  slightly  to  2:00  and  shows  an  unstruck 
crescent  at  the  lower  left.  A surface  chip  af  central  obverse 
allows  for  simple  posifive  plafe  matching  to  the  Murdoch 
sale,  and  several  criss-crossing  scratches  at  the  obverse 
undoubtedly  date  to  the  useful  life  of  fhe  coin.  Inferesting, 
Mark  Sportack  proposes  that  these  coins  were  so  reviled  late 
in  their  circulating  life  fhaf  many  were  thrown  away  as  use- 
less trash,  and  the  mass  deposit  at  Castle  Island  supports  this 
thesis.  As  other  evidence,  we  note  the  seemingly  disdainful 
scrafches  on  fhis  piece,  among  others,  like  the  X-scratched 
example  sold  as  Lot  3 in  our  September  1994  sale.  This  coin 
shows  no  edge  chips,  bad  dents,  or  other  damage,  but  is 
remarkably  wholesome,  pleasing,  and  intact. 

The  work  Coins  of  Bermuda,  published  by  the  Bermuda 
Monetary  Authority,  lists  only  six  specimens  of  the  Large 


Sails  variety,  though  we  see  a likely  duplication  in  the  list- 
ing. They  cite  the  unplated  Parmelee  specimen,  the  Stearns 
specimen,  the  Roper  specimen,  the  Carnegie  Museum  speci- 
men, the  Starr  specimen,  and  a piece  found  at  Castle  Island 
in  1993.  The  Parmelee  piece  is  likely  the  same  as  the  Stearns 
coin,  as  Stearns  was  an  active  buyer  at  the  1890  Parmelee  sale 
and  was  a personal  friend  of  Parmelee  himself.  Further,  the 
aforemenhoned  work  describes  the  Parmelee  coin  as  "dented 
at  1 o'clock,"  the  same  location  as  a mint  clip  on  the  Stearns 
coin,  whose  illustration  was  matched  to  Lot  2 (it  was  sold  as 
Lot  1,  which  was  illustrated  by  a sixpence  through  simple  er- 
ror). That  reduces  the  total  population  to  just  six  pieces  with 
the  addition  of  this  specimen.  Of  fhose  six,  two  and  possibly 
three  are  impounded:  the  Roper  coin  is  now  the  property 
of  the  Bank  of  Bermuda  and  the  Castle  Island  piece  is  the 
property  of  fhe  Bermuda  Government.  The  Carnegie  Institute 
coin,  sold  in  1983,  may  also  be  impounded;  if  so,  only  three 
specimens  remain  collectible,  of  which  this  is  the  second 
finest.  The  Parmelee-Stearns  coin  is  sharper,  but  the  Starr 
coin  (last  offered  in  our  September  1994  sale)  is  not. 

The  Parmelee-Stearns  coin  has  been  off  the  market  since 
1966.  The  Starr  coin  has  been  held  privately  since  1994.  The 
present  piece  has  also  been  off  the  market  for  years.  This 
variety  is  rare  enough  and  popular  among  enough  different 
market  segments  (i.e.  Bermudans,  Caribbean  collectors,  British 
Commonwealth  collectors,  and  American  colonial  enthusi- 
asts) that  its  offering  should  be  viewed  as  a possible  once  in  a 
lifefime  opporfunity.  Its  appearance,  together  with  a \'er\'  rare 
Sommer  Islands  twopence,  is  a truly  historic  event.

A Great  Historical  Rarity 
Ex.  Parsons  (1914) 


318  (ca.  1616)  Sommer  Islands  twopence.  Breen-7.  Small  star. 
VF-25  (PCGS).  23.6  grains.  17.4  x 18.2  mm.  A superb  example 
of  this  famous  rarity,  one  of  fewer  than  a half  dozen  in  pri- 
vate hands  and  catalogued  in  its  last  auction  appearance  as 
possibly  third  finest  known  of  all  survivors.  The  obverse  is  a 
fairly  even  and  sedate  steel  gray,  an  ideal  shade  that  retains 
some  of  its  original  silvering  if  not  the  bright  lustrous  ap- 
pearance thereof.  The  hogge  is  marvelously  detailed,  enough 
that  this  side  alone  could  perhaps  be  called  Extremely  Fine 
and  undoubtedly  endured  little  actual  circulation.  The  II  de- 
nomination is  bold  above  the  central  eponymous  device,  and 
well-defined  arcs  of  beads  frame  the  design  at  both  top  and 
bottom  of  the  obverse,  missing  from  the  sides  only  due  to  the 
ovoid  shape  of  the  planchet.  Some  pits  are  seen,  a by-product 
of  being  a ground  discovery  like  most  Sommer  Islands  pieces, 
but  they  mostly  manifest  in  a way  that  highlights  the  devices 
rather  than  covering  detail  or  affecting  eye  appeal.  Very  few 
examples  we  have  seen  (or  found  images  of)  show  this  kind 
of  obverse  sharpness,  but  better  still  this  piece  has  none  of 


the  edge  chips  that  have  plagued  specimens  like  Brand's 
and  Garrett's.  The  reverse  is  less  sharp,  as  uniformly  seen  on 
this  type,  but  abundant  detail  remains.  S I,  the  abbreviation 
for  Sommer  Islands  which  appears  at  9:00  (S)  and  3:00  (I),  is 
clear,  the  I especially.  The  ship  is  mostly  detailed,  with  three 
clear  portholes,  a good  mast  and  flag,  and  some  sail  detail. 
The  stern  castle  (also  known  as  the  poop  deck)  is  visible.  The 
overall  appearance  of  the  reverse  is  granular  with  some  small 
scattered  green  pits,  which  have  remained  in  the  same  form 
since  at  least  1914  when  this  piece  was  photographed  for  the 
Parsons  sale. 

Our  best  guess  is  that  the  total  population  is  approxi- 
mately 16-18  authentic  pieces  known,  with  perhaps  just 
three  or  four  in  private  hands.  This  is  perhaps  half  of  the 
population  of  authentic  sixpences  (estimated  by  our  con- 
signor at  37  known)  and  far  lower  than  the  population  of 
shillings  as  well,  estimated  by  our  consignor  at  24  (the  Co/'ms 
of  Bermuda  lists  18).  Only  the  Sommers  Island  threepence  is 
rarer  among  Hogge  Money  coinage.  If  a collecfion  contains 
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one  piece  of  Hogge  Money,  it  is  apt  to  be  a shilling  or  sixpence. 
Murdoch's  magnificent  collection  of  British  and  British  colo- 
nial coins  contained  only  a sixpence  and  a shilling,  despite 
the  discovery  of  this  denomination  two  decades  before  his 
cabinet  was  sold  in  1903-04.  This  denomination  appears  only 
when  truly  great  collections  on  the  order  of  Norweb,  Roper, 
Garrett,  and  Robison  are  sold. 

Embraced  as  part  of  the  American  colonial  series  since 
the  mid-19th  century,  the  Bermuda  Hogge  Money  has  long 
been  accorded  legendary  status.  As  Britain's  oldest  Ameri- 
can colony,  Bermuda  shares  nearly  200  years  of  history  in 
common  with  the  United  States  before  the  North  American 
provinces  declared  independence.  The  original  foundation  of 
the  island  colony  is  a direct  result  of  the  problems  at  James- 
town, which  celebrates  its  400th  anniversary  this  month.  The 
captain  of  the  original  voyage  to  Jamestown,  Christopher 
Newport,  led  a third  expedition  to  Virginia  in  1609,  but  two 
of  his  nine  ships  were  lost  in  a major  storm  and  ran  aground 
on  Bermuda.  The  captain  of  one  of  those  ships.  Sir  George 
Somers  of  the  Sea  Venture,  became  the  new  namesake  of  the 
islands.  Somers  continued  on  to  Jamestown  after  building 
two  new  ships,  discovering  the  nearly  perished  remnants  of 
the  Jamestown  colony  after  the  "Starving  Time"  winter  of 
1609-10.  It  is  impossible  to  divorce  Somers  and  the  settlement 
of  Bermuda  from  the  history  of  Jamestown,  though  after  1615 
the  Virginia  Company  ceded  its  interest  in  Bermuda  to  "the 
Bermuda  Company"  or  "the  London  Company,"  separating 
the  two  locales  politically.  The  Hogge  Money  coins  were 
authorized  soon  thereafter. 

It  is  wholly  appropriate  that  400  years  to  the  naonth  after 
the  initial  settlement  of  Jamestown  we  are  able  to  offer  a rare 
Sommers  Island  fwopence,  the  first  to  hit  the  marketplace 
in  nearly  a decade  and  only  the  second  sold  at  auction  in 
twice  that  time.  There  are  many  savvy  colonial  enthusiasts 
who  have  never  even  had  the  opportunity  to  compete  for  a 
specimen  of  this  type,  let  alone  acquire  one.  While  any  Som- 
mer Islands  piece  is  rare,  this  denomination  is  even  more 
special,  and  the  quality  and  provenance  of  this  piece  further 
set  this  coin  apart.  There  is  not  a pre-Federal  cabinet  extant 
that  would  not  count  this  coin  as  one  of  its  highlights,  and 
we  are  honored  to  bring  it  to  market  for  the  first  time  since 
the  Norweb  sale  of  1987. 

Only  three  examples  have  been  certi- 
fied by  PCGS  in  all  grades. 

The  work  Coins  of  Berniudn  by  the  Bermuda  Monetary  Authority 
(edited  by  Williams,  Souza,  and  Harris)  lists  10  specimens  that  could  be 
individually  identified  after  their  research,  though  the  list  is  not  without  its 
flaws.  For  example,  the  first  coin  on  their  list  is  attributed  to  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  (sic,  should  be  American  Numi.smatic  Society),  but 
in  fact  the  piece  in  question  is  the  Brand  coin  that  was  merely  illustrated 
in  the  1914  ANS  Exhibition  catalogue.  The  ANS  Collection  coin  is  a totally 


different  specimen.  Combining  our  research  with  that  of  our  knowledgeable 
consignor,  we  come  up  with  the  following  census.

We  read  with  interest  the  newly  published  work  by  Mark  Sportack,  "The 
Myths  and  Mysteries  of  the  Somers'  Hands  Hogge  Money,"  included  in  the 
ANS  CO  AC  Money  of  the  Caribbean.  Sportack's  history  of  early  Bermuda 
and  their  local  coinage  is  well-researched  and  engaging,  providing  far 
more  historical  background  than  we  can  offer  here,  including  the  intimate 
connection  between  the  earliest  British  settlement  of  Bermuda  and  the 
outpost  at  Jamestown  in  Virginia.

Extremely  Fine-40. 72.0  grains.  31.7  mm  tall  x 30.5  mm  wide. 
An  extremely  pleasing,  well-preserved,  and  well-pedigreed 
example  of  one  of  the  most  desirable  and  historic  of  all 
American  coins.  Even  and  attractive  medium  gray  with 
fragile  undertones  of  shades  of  gold  and  pale  blue,  the  sort 
of  lovely  toning  that  only  happens  after  decades  in  careful 
collectors'  hands.  The  all-important  NE  punch  is  boldly 
rendered,  with  the  left  border  complete,  the  top  border 
nearly  so,  and  both  letters  well-defined.  The  elegant  lower 
stroke  of  the  N is  present  and  plain,  though  not  as  bold  as 
the  top  of  the  punch.  The  upper  peripheries  show  some 
original  rolled  planchet  texture,  without  the  hammer  falls 
that  smoothed  the  other  fields,  and  gave  these  planchets 
their  distinctive  wavy  appearance,  which  is  present  here.  A 
short  vertical  nick  is  seen  left  of  the  punch  near  10:00,  only  a 
few  other  trivial  nicks  lower  into  the  fields.  On  the  reverse, 
the  denomination  punch  is  as  crisp  as  ever  seen,  showing 
all  four  borders  nearly  complete  and  three  rounded  and 
well-realized  characters  within.  The  punch  is  broken  left  of 
X;  two  short  natural  file  marks  in  the  punch  protrude  from 
the  first  1.  Some  slight  doubling  is  seen  atop  the  punch.  Only 
minor  marks,  just  a short  scratch  near  the  periphery  above 
3:00  require  mention. 

The  visual  appeal  of  this  piece  is  superb,  considering  its 
detailed  punches,  fine  color  and  surface  quality,  and  round- 
ness. B.  Max  Mehl  described  this  piece  in  1944,  by  which 
time  he  had  seen  just  about  everything,  as  "one  of  the  finest

specimens  1 have  ever  seen,  on  the  largest  planchet."  Our 
catalogue  description  from  the  Hain  sale  further  remarked 
that  "it  is  nicely  round  and  highly  pleasing,  good  enough 
to  satisfy  the  late  Richard  Picker,  who  had  his  choice  of 
many  collections  and  only  kept  the  ones  he  liked  best.  Some 
observers  may  feel  that  this  piece  is  actually  marginally 
better  than  the  other  [Noe]  11- A Picker  owned,  the  piece  he 
obtained  privately  from  the  Garrett  Collection,  ex  Ellsworth, 
that  Stack's  sold  in  1984." 

This  variety  is  elusive  even  among  the  rarefied  air  of  NE 
shillings.  None  was  present  in  the  Boyd-Ford  Collection,  and 
the  last  time  this  variety  was  offered  appears  to  be  the  2002 
appearance  of  this  exact  coin  at  the  Hain  sale.  Interest  in  the 
great  historical  rarities  of  American  numismatics  has  only 
grown  since  then.  A superb  and  well-pedigreed  NE  shilling 
is  the  ultimate  trophy  coin,  the  first  issue  on  American  soil, 
and  the  small  beginning  to  the  great  world  of  U.S.  coinage 
that  would  follow  over  the  ensuing  350  years.  The  great 
generalists  have  all  owned  at  least  one,  and  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  having  an  NE  shilling  begin  the  sale  of  your  collection  at 
auction  is  a sure  sign  that  the  catalogue  will  be  saved  forever 
after.  We  are  delighted  to  see  this  piece  again  after  over  half 
a decade  in  a private  collection,  and  we  await  the  expression 
of  delight  on  the  face  of  the  winning  bidder.

toned  in  a combination  of  light  and  medium  silver  gray.  The  tree  is  somewhat  soft  in  the  center  on  the  obverse 
and  the  letters  around  the  bottom  of  this  side  are  soft  as  well,  due  principally  to  the  state  of  the  die.  Elsewhere,  the 
letters  in  the  legend  around  are  sharp,  the  central  beaded  border  is  mostly  outlined,  and  considerable  detail  can  be 
seen  in  the  higher  branches  of  the  tree,  portions  of  its  trunk,  and  even  its  root  structure.  The  reverse,  typical  for  an 
Oak  Tree  shilling,  is  much  sharper  than  the  obverse,  with  all  letters  in  the  peripheral  legend  clear,  denomination 
and  date  bold,  and  central  beaded  border  fully  complefe.  Struck  slightly  off  center  on  both  sides  on  an  elongated 
planchet,  making  this  one  of  the  tallest  Noe-4  Oak  Tree  shillings  seen.  The  surfaces  are  a little  rough  in  places, 
particularly  around  the  periphery  on  obverse  and  reverse,  but  this  is  rather  trivial  compared  to  the  unusual  size 
of  the  piece. 

This  was  the  Stearns  coin.  Lot  19,  described  at  the  time  as:  "This  specimen  is  almost  a duplicate  of  the  N-4  pictured 
in  Noe  except  the  Stearns  example  has  a slightly  broader  and  more  elongated  planchet.  Obverse  legend  extremely 
bold.  Tree  mostly  sharp  and  clear.  All  reverse  features  are  very  strong  and  clear."  As  this  is  one  of  the  more  easily 
acquired  Noe  varieties  among  the  Oak  Tree  shillings,  this  would  be  an  ideal  type  coin  for  a careful  collector.  The 
nicely  fashioned  dies  are  still  crisp  anci  do  not  require  a die  state  fanatic  to  enjoy  their  study.

and  reverse  surfaces  are  uniformly  granular  and  exhibit  a deep  charcoal  gray  tone  with  light  tan  overtones.  Surface 
quality  is  consistent  with  ground  burial,  from  which  this  coin  has  emerged,  with  considerably  sharp  features  despite 
some  light  chipping  of  the  patina  in  places.  The  tree  is  complete  and  is  soft  only  at  the  very  center  of  the  trunk.  The 
peripheral  legends  are  similarly  bold  and  mostly  full  on  both  sides,  with  TS.IN.  falling  victim  to  granulariU'  and 
a misalignment  of  the  obverse  die  that  has  cut  off  the  tops  of  those  letters.  1652  and  XII  are  extremely  bold,  some 
weakness  displays  at  legends  above.  Edges  are  angularly  cut  and  the  planchet  exhibits  the  characteristic  S-shaped 
bend,  the  result  of  production  on  a rocker  press.  Here  is  a coin  with  a great  in-hand  feel  that  undoubtedly  spent 
centuries  buried  in  New  England  soil  before  recovery  for  modern  collectors  to  enjoy.

The  obverse  and  reverse 
are  mostly  medium  silver  gray  with  some  original  pale  blue  and  light  gold  iridescence  showing.  The  visual  appeal 
is  wholesome  and  highly  appealing.  On  the  obverse  the  tree  is  mostly  sharp,  save  for  the  highest  portion  of  jts 
trunk  which  shows  some  softness,  accounting  for  the  grade.  The  peripheral  legend  around  IN  MASATHVSETS  is 
complete  save  for  the  top  where  it  has  been  broken  off  as  the  piece  was  struck,  possibly  from  the  end  or  along  the 
edge  of  a strip.  The  central  beaded  circle  is  complete  and  portions  of  the  outer  beaded  border  are  still  visible.  On 
the  reverse  the  denomination  and  date  are  bold  in  the  center  and  the  peripheral  legend  around  NEW  ENGLAND* 
AN  DOM*  is  complete  and  fully  on  flan  save  for  the  upper  left  and  very  top,  where  it  is  tight  on  the  former  and 
broken  off  on  the  latter.  The  central  beaded  circle  is  complete  and  there  are  portions  of  the  outer  beaded  border 
visible  on  this  side.  Two  visible  tics  in  the  obverse  field  flank  the  tree  but  do  not  detract,  a smaller  one  is  noted  to 
the  left  of  the  denomination. 

From  the  Stearns  Collection  sale.  Lot  79,  there  described  as;  "Struck  on  a very  large  and  impressive  planchet 
with  no  clipping.  This  specimen  is  as  nice  as  the  N-2  pictured  in  Noe.  Very  little  wear  with  pleasing  blue  gray 
toning.  Definitely  among  the  finest.  Inferior  specimens  of  a more  common  variety  have  realized  over  four  hundred 
dollars."  We  concur  that  this  is  among  the  finest  survivors  of  this  variety  extant,  a likelihood  made  more  probable 
when  FordN  quartet  appeared  and  none  graded  better  than  Choice  EF  with  some  faint  scratches.  The  best  piece 
Ford  had  realized  $18,400,  the  second  brought  slightly  more  ($18,975),  while  his  tertiary  EF  realized  $13,800  and 
a lesser  piece  sold  for  $8,625.  As  we  noted  in  October  2005,  "choice  ones  are  really  rare."  This  piece  qualifies  and 
recommends  ifself  to  a careful  connoisseur.

Fairly  well  centered  on  the  obverse,  the  tree 
full,  and  most  of  the  letters  in  the  peripheral  legend  complete,  save  for  those  in  the  upper  left,  which  are  typically 
partially  off  flan  on  this  variety.  Much  better  centered  on  the  reverse  than  usually  seen  for  Noe-15,  even  given  the 
late  state  of  the  die  which  has  caused  some  softness  at  the  lower  right,  with  all  letters  of  the  legend  around  fully 
on  flan.  This  was  the  Crosby  plate  coin,  plate  II,  8,  and  the  remnants  of  Crosby's  labels  can  be  seen  at  the  bottom 
of  each  side. 

From  the  Stearns  sale.  Lot  96,  there  described  as:  "Struck  on  full  round  planchet  which  includes  all  parts  of 
the  legends  on  both  sides.  Mr.  Stearns  notes  that  this  coin  was  originally  Crosby's  piece  and  there  are  remnants  of 
his  tiny  antique  labels  on  both  sides  of  the  coin.  This  specinren  is  unquestionably  superior  to  the  N-15  picture  in 
Noe."  The  present  cataloguer  concurs  again  with  the  Stearns  cataloguer,  the  piece  is  superior  in  appearance  to  the 
Noe-Boyd-Ford  coin  and  in  terms  of  reverse  centering  is  a remarkable  example  of  the  variety.  The  Ford  specimen 
realized  $8,625,  and  considering  this  one's  technical  superiority  and  prized  provenance,  it  should  bring  more.

Small  Planchet.  Extremely  Fine-40.  70.6  grains.  22.5  mm. 
Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  toned  light  silver  gray.  Full 
tree,  peripheral  legend,  and  inner  beaded  circle,  even  (given 
the  die  states)  on  the  obverse.  Full  denomination  and  date, 
peripheral  legend  complete,  inner  beaded  circle  full,  outer 
beaded  circle  partially  present  on  the  reverse.  Struck  on  a 
slightly  oval  flan,  accounting  for  the  tightness  seen  on  the 
obverse  and  the  top  of  the  reverse.  Full  weight,  nevertheless. 
Surfaces  somewhat  granular  to  the  naked  eye,  but  given  the 
technical  importance  of  the  piece  this  is  trivial.  Struck  from 
very  late  states  of  both  dies,  Crosby  obverse  21,  here  failing, 
with  cuds  forming  below  the  roots  at  lower  right,  engaging 
the  inner  beaded  circle  below,  obscuring  I,  running  to  the  rim 
to  the  left  of  N.  Under  magnification,  A has  been  recut,  other 
letters  have  been  slightly  repositioned,  still  others  show  signs 
of  recutting  from  their  appearance  on  the  normal  Crosby  21- 
L.  Late  state  of  the  reverse,  equivalent  to  that  usually  seen 
on  a Noe-19,  with  the  die  failing  at  the  bottom  in  spidery 
breaks  beginning  to  join  in  the  letters  from  about  5:00  to  7:00. 
Crosby's  reverse  L was  a workhorse  die  in  the  series  and 
lasted  over  several  marriages.  The  obverses  appear  to  have 
been  used  somewhat  interchangeably  in  the  series,  and  in  the 
case  of  this  coin,  Crosby  obverse  21  must  have  been  a very 
long-lived  die,  as  well,  as  it  seems  to  have  nearly  outlasted 
the  life  of  reverse  L,  one  of  the  longest  lived  in  the  series. 

From  the  Stearns  Collection,  Lot  97,  where  it  was  de- 
scribed as:  "All  features  on  both  sides  are  very  bold.  Large 
interesting  die  break  below  and  to  the  right  of  the  base  of  the 
tree.  Planchet  lightly  clipped.  Very  slight  wear.  An  attractive 
extremely  fine  specimen  with  light  gray  toning." 

This  die  state  is  visually  interesting  but,  further,  is  techni- 
cally important  to  the  study  of  the  Small  Planchet  series.  A 
specialist  could  make  this  the  centerpiece  of  a set  of  Small 
Planchet  varieties.

A well-pedigreed  specimen  of  this  rare  type,  made  rarer  by 
its  unusual  metrology.  Smooth  medium  gray  with  pleas- 
ing color  and  surface  quality.  A square,  or  at  least  not  quite 
round,  hole  is  seen  above  Calvert's  head,  affecting  the  base 
of  the  Maryland /Calvert  shield  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse 
legend  is  still  visible,  if  weak,  from  6:00  to  12:00,  incorporating 
TERRA  MARIAE  &c.  The  reverse  shows  a fairly  bold  shield, 
a portion  of  the  legends  from  5:30  to  12:00,  and  the  1 left  of 
the  shield  to  represent  a portion  of  the  denomination.  Some 
denticles  are  seen  at  the  base  of  the  reverse,  showing  a slight 
misalignment  of  that  die  toward  12:00. 

While  most  groats  weigh  about  25  grains,  this  piece  weighs 
an  even  40  grains — essentially  the  weight  of  a sixpence.  Breen 
cites  a range  of  weights  on  the  groat— the  rarest  of  all  silver 
Baltimore  types— from  18.5  to  30  grains.  Crosby,  who  owned 
this  piece  when  he  wrote  his  monumental  The  Early  Coins  of 
America  in  the  early  1870s  for  publication  in  1875,  noted  this 
anomaly  in  his  text:  "One  specimen,  however,  of  the  Groat, 
in  the  collection  of  the  writer,  is  upon  a very  thick  planchet, 
and  although  pierced  and  much  defaced  bearing  evidence  of 
having  been  worn  as  an  amulet,  weighs  40  grains;  this  piece, 
we  conclude,  must  have  been  struck  as  a trial  piece  for  test- 
ing the  dies."  While  there  is  no  particular  reason  to  suspect 
it  was  struck  before  other  groats,  it  is  utterly  unique  in  the 
literature  at  this  weight  standard.  Any  groat  is  a rariW,  but 
this  piece  holds  special  importance  that  extends  beyond  its 
world-class  provenance.

A beautiful  specimen  of  this 
endlessly-popular  type,  one  bearing  a pedigree  to  the  best 
known  modern  collector  of  the  series.  Smooth  and  glossy 
light  brown  with  slightly  darker  toning  around  peripher- 
ies. Sharply  defined  and  free  of  any  significant  problems.  A 
tiny  natural  split  is  seen  on  the  rim  above  L of  PLEBS  and 
on  the  other  side,  only  a few  widely  scattered  pits,  little  spot 
behind  the  king.  The  splash  retains  its  nice  golden  shade  and 
is  spread  out  up  to  and  below  the  T of  FLOREAT  in  addition 
to  most  of  the  crown.  An  ideal  type  coin,  perfect  for  the  col- 
lector who  only  wants  a single  St.  Pat's  farthing,  but  wants  it 
to  really  look  nice.  This  one  fits  the  bill  in  terms  of  sharpness, 
color,  and  surface,  and  it  deserves  strong  bidding.

Original.  About  Uncirculated-50.  152.8  grains.  28.3  mm. 
A desirable  17th-century  striking  of  this  rare  tin  coinage 
denominated  in  Spanish  reales,  coined  from  dies  that  were 
never  restruck.  Glossy  even  medium  gray  with  excellent 
eye  appeal.  Some  minor  chipping  is  seen  at  the  rims,  a bit 
visible  under  a glass  among  the  reverse  design  elements  as 
well,  all  a natural  byproduct  of  exposure  of  nearly  pure  tin 
to  the  atmosphere.  The  edge  beading  is  complete  but  for  a 
chipped  gap  over  HISP  on  the  reverse.  The  designs  are  sharp 
and  legends  are  complete.  Among  originals,  this  ranks  high 
in  appeal. 

The  vast  majority  of  specimens  that  survive  today  of 
this  issue  were  struck  in  1828  by  British  coin  dealer  Mat- 
thew Young.  Though  many  of  these  restrikes — which  now 
also  look  chipped  and  old — show  the  distinctive  large  die 
break  on  the  obverse,  many  do  not.  Those  that  do  not  are 
often  catalogued  or  certified  as  "original,"  due  partially  to 
greed  but  largely  through  ignorance;  the  main  text  on  these 
pieces,  authored  by  Eric  Newman,  appeared  in  an  obscure 
1964  ANS  publication  and  is  hard  to  find  today.  These  dies, 
however,  Newman's  2-B,  only  exist  in  original  form,  making 
this  piece  a prime  candidate  for  inclusion  in  a knowledgably 
constructed  set.

Extremely  Rare  1739  Higley  Broad  Axe  Copper 

Newly  Discovered  Combination  of  Known  Dies  — Friedus  3.1-D 


352  1739  Higley  copper.  Friedus  3.1-D,  Breen-244,  Crosby-26var. 

Broad  Axe.  Fine-12. 132.7  grains.  27.5  mm.  An  important  and 
exciting  new  discovery  in  one  of  the  most  avidly  sought  and 
studied  of  all  colonial  American  series.  This  specimen,  combin- 
ing known  dies,  provides  scholars  with  an  unsurprising,  even 
expected,  further  link  in  the  highly  interconnected  die  chain  of 
the  1739  Higley  coppers.  The  detail  on  this  newly-discovered 
specimen  is  luckily  extremely  bold  (for  a Higley)  allowing  for 
easy  confirmation  and  study.  The  surfaces  are  dark  olive  brown 
with  the  fine,  even  granularity  of  a coin  uncovered  in  the  soil. 
The  surfaces  appear  slightly  matte  but  not  grossly  rough  in 
hand,  and  even  under  a glass  the  granularity  is  not  terribly 
severe.  The  most  boldly  struck  portion  of  the  coin  is  the  fore- 
part of  the  deer,  as  often  seen,  and  the  putative  denomination 
111  is  crisp.  A mint  clip  just  left  of  12:00  removes  AS  from  the 
obverse  legends,  but  VALUE  ME  is  bold,  YOU  is  fully  plain, 
and  PLEASE  is  only  soft  at  the  last  two  letters,  where  some 
planchet  filing  (akin  to  adjustment  marks)  obscures  some  of 
the  detail.  A cluster  of  pinscratches  beneath  the  belly  of  the 
deer  is  noted  under  magnified  scrutiny  but  blend  into  the 
patina  despite  not  being  inherent  in  the  planchet.  We  note 
three  individual  pits  for  idenfification  purposes:  one  over  the 
deer's  hips,  one  directly  under  the  hind-most  hoof,  and  another 
beneath  the  first  E of  PLEASE.  The  overall  visual  appeal  of  this 
side  is  excellent,  showing  bold  detail  and  more  than  adequate 
surface  quality  even  if  not  glossy  and  smooth.  The  weight  falls 
within  known  parameters  and  is  within  fractions  of  a gram  of 
other  examples  known  from  this  reverse  die. 

On  the  reverse,  which  boasts  the  unusual  broad  axe  de- 
sign and  the  1739  date,  good  detail  remains.  The  axe  itself  is 
completely  defined,  marking  it  as  superior  in  sharpness  to  the 
vast  majority  of  Broad  Axes  of  any  Friedus  variety.  The  boldest 
part  of  the  legend  is  WAY  THROUGH,  which  is  complete  and 
allows  for  simple  definitive  attribution.  J CUT  is  a bit  softer 
but  still  perfectly  plain,  MY  is  lost  to  the  clip.  As  on  most  1739 
Broad  Axe  Higleys  that  are  sharp  enough  to  still  have  a date, 
the  date  here  is  quite  weak,  with  173  and  the  lower  part  of  the  9 
at  least  visible  if  not  extremely  bold.  The  surfaces  are  similar  to 
the  obverse,  and  only  one  minor  old  scratch  is  seen.  We  detect 
no  obvious  double  striking  on  either  side.  This  reverse,  with 
the  axe  handle  pointing  to  T of  TI  IROUGl  1,  is  the  Friedus  D 


reverse  and  also  represented  on  Crosby's  plate  specimen  26. 

The  response  to  this  new  discovery  from  scholars  in  the  series 
was  one  of  delight  if  not  shock:  Friedus  obverse  3.1  was  previ- 
ously known  muled  to  Friedus  reverse  B.a,  and  Friedus  reverse 
C.  This  reverse  D was  previously  known  married  to  obverses 
3.2  and  3.3.  Those  two  obverses  are  known  in  combination  with 
reverses  B,  C,  and  D,  thus  this  new  variety  was  something  of 
the  missing  piece  in  this  interconnected  scheme.  Despite  all  the 
study  done  on  this  series  by  S.S.  Crosby,  Howland  Wood,  the 
little  known  scholar  Cyril  Hawley,  Eric  P.  Newman,  Mike  Hod- 
der,  and  others,  this  variety  was  heretofore  unknown  and  this 
specimen  is  the  only  known  example  from  this  die  marriage, 
making  it  as  rare  as  a colonial  coin  can  be.  Further,  as  a type,  the 
Broad  Axe  Higleys  are  as  rare  as  they  are  distinctive,  and  those 
with  the  1739  date  (Reverse  D only)  are  rarer  still!  While  further 
specimens  have  been  studied  since  the  1994  Friedus  monograph, 
at  that  time  only  12  examples  from  this  sole  dated  Broad  Axe 
reverse  were  known.  Of  the  five  known  Friedus  3.2-D  coppers 
listed,  two  are  impounded  (Connecticut  State  Library,  Eric  P. 
Newman).  Of  the  seven  known  Friedus  3.3-D  coppers  listed, 
two  are  also  impounded  (Connecticut  State  Library,  ANS);  oth- 
ers have  not  been  seen  in  decades.  Any  Broad  Axe  is  a rarity, 
and  they  only  appear  when  great  collections  are  sold.  When  the 
Garrett  coin  was  sold  in  1980  (a  Friedus  3.2-D,  ex  Bushnell),  it 
was  noted  that  "just  five  can  be  traced  with  certainty  today." 
Friedus's  scholarship  has  expanded  the  number  known,  but  the 
number  "traced  with  certainty"  has  not  grown  appreciably.  We 
also  note  that  the  present  piece  is  significantly  sharper  than  the 
Garrett  piece,  though  of  course  as  the  unique  Friedus  3.1-D  it  is 
the  finest  known  of  the  variety.  The  only  finer  examples  of  this 
1739-dated  reverse  to  be  offered  in  the  last  dozen  years  were 
the  Eliasberg  coin  (Friedus  3.3-D)  and  the  specimen  in  our  2004 
De  Costa  Gomez  sale  (Friedus  3.2-D). 

Aside  from  not  being  a gem  Unc.,  this  coin  has  eveiy'tlring  going 
for  it:  it  represents  the  rarer  of  the  two  collectible  Wpes,  the  dated 
reverse  of  that  rarer  type,  and  is  unique  in  terms  of  die  variety.  Its 
sharpness  makes  it  above  average  for  any  1 ligley,  and  its  visual 
appeal  is  far  more  positive  than  most  extant.  It  will  always  Ix'  the 
discovery  coin  for  this  die  marriage  and  the  next  owner  will  Ix'  an 
historic  early  name  on  its  pedigav.  We  aa'  delighted  to  include  it 
in  this  .sale  among  so  manv  other  early  American  rarities.

Fine-15.  125.0  grains.  27.7  mm.  Struck  on  a poorly  rolled 
planchet,  0.9  mm  thick  at  10:00  and  1.8  mm  thick  at  3:00. 
Glossy  dark  chocolate  and  mahogany  fields  with  brassy  tan 
devices.  Double  struck,  best  seen  atop  the  reverse  where  AS 
is  broadly  doubled.  Some  slight  surface  granularity  is  seen, 
no  where  near  as  serious  as  on  many  ground-found  Higleys, 
with  some  raised  scale  underneath  the  extremely  bold  deer 
that  partially  obscures  the  111  putative  denomination.  The 
double  striking  has  helped  to  obscure  some  of  the  obverse 
legends:  LUE  ME  AS  is  extremely  bold,  though  both  VAL  at 
the  beginning  and  PLEASE  at  the  end  are  visible  if  not  bold 
in  a straight-on  look.  A planchet  striation  is  most  notable 
at  the  dear's  chest  though  it  runs  in  less  visible  form  to  the 
snout.  Parallel  scratches  that  are  visible,  especially  above  the 
deer's  back,  are  actually  in  the  planchet  from  before  striking, 
finishing  marks  that  were  struck  with  enough  force  to  be 
obliterated  in  many  areas.  More  of  those  parallel  planchet 
scratches  (akin  to  adjustment  marks  on  precious  metal  coins) 
are  visible  on  the  reverse,  particularly  at  the  bottom  of  that 
side.  The  three  hammers  are  all  visible,  with  the  crowns 
above  the  top  and  left  bottom  ones  especially  clear.  Among 
the  legends,  the  word  COPPER  is  most  clear,  but  I AM 
GOOD  is  also  visible  if  not  plain.  The  die  rotation  is  about 
30°  clockwise  from  medal  turn.  A hint  of  the  date  is  seen  at 


the  base  of  the  reverse,  with  only  the  final  digit  approaching 
boldness. 

The  Norweb  specimen  from  these  dies  was  sharper  but 
had  a similar  strike:  slightly  doubled,  weak  at  lower  left 
obverse.  That  example  bore  a large  hole  at  the  business  end 
of  the  deer.  Friedus  listed  five  examples  from  these  dies  in 
his  1994  study;  this  one  was  not  among  them. 

There  are  few  colonial  issues  more  eagerly  sought  or 
more  difficult  to  acquire  than  a Higley  copper.  Any  genuine 
specimen  is  important:  it  could  be  graded  Fair,  holed,  and 
plugged  with  dawber's  mud  and  still  see  a dozen  hands  in 
the  air  when  offered  at  auction.  Any  collection  that  contains 
one  is  instantly  advanced,  and  any  catalogue  that  offers  one 
becomes  a bookshelf-worthy  reference.  The  Boyd-Ford  Col- 
lection notwithstanding,  years  can  pass  between  offerings, 
particularly  between  offerings  of  specimens  as  pleasing  to 
look  at  as  this  one.  Mostly  smooth,  with  the  lion's  share  of 
its  intended  designs  apparent,  this  is  a connoisseur's  Higley 
even  if  we  can't  bring  ourselves  to  grade  it  higher  than  Fine 
(in  years  past,  a coin  like  this  would  have  likely  be  graded 
even  lower).  Its  rarity  and  fame  will  propel  it  into  the  rank 
of  the  favorites  in  even  the  most  advanced  of  colonial  type 
coin  collections.

Some  hints  of  mint  color  remain  in  protected  areas,  faint  blue  toning  highlights  in  the  fields  only  add  to  the  ex- 
cellent eye  appeal.  No  heavy  marks,  sharp  strike  on  both  sides,  a single  tiny  rim  nick  over  first  G of  GEORGIVS. 
Clashmarks  are  visible  on  both  sides,  an  interesting  aspect  to  study.  Far  more  pleasing  than  a spotty  and  stained 
example  with  more  red,  and  worthy  of  a place  in  a selectively-assembled  cabinet.

Magnified 
examination  reveals  some  scattered  inherent  pits,  not  cor- 
rosion or  a later  problem  but  part  of  the  original  planchet. 
Aside  from  some  very  minor  scattered  surface  scratches  no 
flaws  are  seen.

32.2 
mm.  A superb  quality  specimen  of  this  early  American-ref- 
erence  medal,  a numismatic  relic  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
that  was  adopted  into  the  colonial  "coin"  series  as  early  as 
the  1860s.  Glossy  and  smooth  chocolate  brown  with  pleasing 
golden  brassy  highlights  on  both  sides.  Extremely  bold  for 
this  issue,  as  sharply  struck  as  could  be  hoped  for,  with  full 
portholes  on  the  ship  and  every  other  fine  detail  present.  The 
surface  quality  is  excellent,  even  if  a glass  does  reveal  the 
most  minor  surface  granularity  that  is  associated  with  this 
composition.  The  visual  appeal  is  utterly  superb— indeed, 
this  may  be  the  prettiest  specimen  we've  ever  seen.  While 
rough  examples  bring  strong  bids  at  auction  and  problem 
pieces  find  active  competition,  a piece  like  this  is  not  for 
everyone — but  a connoisseur  who  has  searched  high  and 
low  for  a superior  example  will  recognize  the  importance 
of  one  that  looks  like  this.

Eine-45,  tooled  (our  grade).  A very  sharp  and  highly  desirable  specimen  of  this  1776-dated  classic.  Even  brilliant 
light  pewter  gray  on  the  obverse,  a bit  more  toned  on  the  reverse  with  traces  of  lustre  and  some  deeper  gray  color. 
Extremely  bold,  with  all  states  names  visible  on  the  reverse  and  showing  little  if  any  actual  wear.  The  obverse,  as 
so  often  seen  in  any  coin  struck  in  this  reactive  composition,  once  showed  scattered  specks  of  corrosion  that  have 
now  been  tooled  away.  These  pits  vary  in  size  though  few  affect  the  design  elements.  The  reverse  has  been  largely 
exempted  from  both  the  corrosion  and  the  tooling,  with  just  a few  specks  and  scrapes,  incluciing  a repair  at  the 
rim  below  9:00.  The  obverse  shows  some  hairlines  under  a glass,  but  no  details  appear  to  have  been  strengthened. 
While  this  is  not  a flawless  specimen,  it  is  also  not  a $50,000  coin  like  so  many  examples  with  similar  sharpness 
in  today's  market.  No  early  American  collection  can  be  considered  complete  without  this  one  dollar  coin  issued 
as  part  of  the  February  1776  emission  of  Continental  Currency — the  rest  of  the  issue  happened  to  be  paper.  This 
example  offers  a good  balance  of  sharpness,  eye  appeal,  and  affordability.  Truly  worn  specimens  rarely  come  on 
the  market  and,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Guide  Book  prices  this  issue  down  to  Good,  none  were  used  long  enough 
in  commerce  to  achieve  such  extensive  wear.

39.4  mm.  A beautiful  if  lightly  circulated  example  of  this  classic  and  historic  rarity,  a prime  candidate  for  a fine 
collection.  Even  dark  pewter  gray  with  light  surface  gloss  and  excellent  eye  appeal.  All  the  devices  remain  nicely 
defined  despite  a little  wear,  with  all  the  state  names  still  legible.  No  significant  corrosion  is  seen,  notable  in  its 
absence.  Some  scattered  marks  are  seen,  certainly  not  unusual  considering  the  soft  composition,  but  none  really 
impact  the  fine  overall  look.  Some  scrapes  are  seen  between  NT  of  CONTINENTAL,  little  rim  nick  over  second  C 
in  CURRENCY,  well-hidden  dig  over  W of  WE,  other  light  nicks  here  and  there.  The  edge  device  is  still  plain  in 
its  resemblance  to  the  edge  device  of  the  contemporary  Pillar  eight  reales. 

Continental  dollars  have  enjoyed  a recent  renaissance,  enjoying  a new  position  among  U.S.  type  sets  and  silver 
dollar  collections,  along  with  the  usual  pursuit  by  specialists  in  early  American  coins  and  those  enamored  of  the 
1776  date.  While  Mint  State  specimens  appear  pretty  regularly  and  are  bought  by  those  of  significant  means,  nice 
pleasing  circulated  ones  like  this  are  tough  to  come  by.  This  piece  is  pretty  enough  to  build  a nice  early  American 
type  set  around. 

During  the  period  when  Henry  Chapman  sold  this  coin  (and  the  Rhode  Island  Ship  medal  elsewhere  in  this  sale,  on  the  same  invoice), 
he  was  taking  a break  from  the  auction  business.

Fine-45.  53.4  grains.  21.0  mm.  Attractive  medium  gray  with 
lively  surface  undertoning  of  gold  and  violet  on  the  glossy 
surfaces.  A very  high  grade  for  this  issue,  firmly  struck  with 
full  designs  ideally  centered  on  the  planchet.  Denticles  sur- 
round most  of  both  sides.  Very  little  wear  is  seen,  though  the 
fact  that  the  birds  at  center  were  engraved  as  mere  outlines 
with  no  relief  or  further  detail  makes  it  easy  to  undergrade 
Chalmers  shillings;  this  piece  may  be  a technical  AU  as  it  was 
once  graded  by  PCGS.  A tiny  clip  has  been  taken  from  the  rim 
near  12:00,  seemingly  the  location  of  a mount  though  this  coin 
has  absolutely  no  appearance  whatsoever  of  surfaces  consis- 
tant  with  use  in  jewelry;  this  could  have  simply  been  a test 
cut  from  the  useful  life  of  the  coin  before  it  became  a valuable 
collectible.  Regardless  the  overall  impact  is  inconsequential, 
far  removed  from  legends  or  designs  and  trivial  enough  that 
PCGS  overlooked  it  when  this  was  certified  as  AU-50  when 
acquired  in  2001.  A tiny  contact  point  is  seen  under  the  date, 
dull  nick  above  snake,  tiny  mark  at  base  of  S in  SHILLING,  a 
couple  close  digs  under  NN  of  ANNAPOLIS  on  the  reverse. 
The  overall  eye  appeal  is  lovely,  far  nicer  than  the  irregularly 
struck,  granular  typical  specimens  or  the  numbers  of  badly 
nicked  or  holed  specimens  in  lower  grades. 

Any  early  American  silver  coin  is  something  special, 
and  the  Chalmers  coinage  is  unique  among  these  handful 
of  precious-metal  issues.  Struck  in  Annapolis  when  the  city 
served  as  the  nation's  capital,  at  a site  within  sight  of  the 
State  House  where  Congress  met  and  Washington  resigned, 
these  pieces  would  have  been  known  and  used  by  the  lead- 
ers of  the  Revolutionary  era.  Indeed,  when  the  Revolution 
officially  ended  with  American  ratification  of  the  Treaty  of 
Paris  in  1784,  it  happened  mere  footsteps  away  from  where 
this  coin  was  struck.  Few  specimens  exist  in  such  high  grade 
and  only  a few  truly  Mint  State  examples  are  known.  This 
will  serve  any  collector  as  a near-unimproveable  specimen 
of  this  historic  coinage.

Only  the  most  minor  surface 
marks  are  seen,  none  worthy  of  individual  description  save  for 
a very  minor  old  scratch  right  of  US.  The  sharpness  is  excellent 
on  this  well-rendered  die  marriage,  with  a fully  detailed  eye 
and  other  design  features.  Some  minor  old  buildup  outlines 
the  design  and  adds  contrast,  beginnings  of  a die  crack  join  ER 
of  LIBERTAS.  Nova  Constellatios  were  common  in  circulation 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  1780s  and  deserve  more  focus  from 
American  collectors  than  they  currently  receive.

Choice  smooth  dark  chocolate  brown  with  excep- 
tional surface  quality  and  eye  appeal.  About  as  problem  free 
a specimen  as  we  have  ever  seen,  despite  the  usual  central 
softness:  just  the  outer  loops  of  the  script  US  are  visible  and 
the  reverse  eye  is  totally  obscured,  as  is  often  the  case.  Some 
trivial  old  hairlines  at  central  reverse,  tiny  rim  bruise  over  A 
of  NOVA  and  a smaller  one  over  first  L of  CONSTELLATIO. 
Those  specialists  who  know  the  series  well  will  recognize  the 
importance  of  this  opportunity — this  may  be  the  nicest  Fine 
Crosby  2-A  around!

The  surfaces  are  finely  granular,  a bit  rougher  near  obverse 
periphery  and  showing  some  stable  dark  green  specks  hid- 
den within  the  reverse  intricacies.  The  legends  and  devices 
are  complete,  indeed,  far  sharper  than  usually  seen  on  this 
variety.

A glass 
reveals  scattered  tiny  marks  and  scrapes,  neat  scratch  inside 
wreath  under  US,  some  scrapes  around  other  letters  also  seen 
with  magnification.  This  die  marriage  is  highlv  elusive  in 
better  condition  than  this,  and  specimens  will  onlv  become 
tougher  to  find  as  interest  in  collecting  this  compact  series 
by  die  variety  grows.

Not  quite  smooth  but  nearly 
so,  some  old  buildup  around  devices  and  good  remaining 
gloss.  A linear  planchet  fissure  runs  through  A of  LIBERTAS 
to  the  base  of  R.  No  heavy  marks,  reverse  die  appears  wavy 
and  fatigued  from  die  state,  some  thin  patina  on  high  points 
on  that  side.  Really  quite  nice  for  this  variety,  called  Rarity-6 
by  Crosby  and  Rarity-5  by  more  modern  scholars;  though 
Widok's  and  Carlotto's  recent  works  on  Nova  Constellatios 
are  very  useful,  we  look  forward  to  a published  in-depth 
study  of  the  series.  This  piece  would  upgrade  a significant 
percentage  of  the  variety  collections  or  would  be  a fine  place 
to  start  building  an  advanced  Nova  Constellatio  grouping.

No  bad  marks  or  corrosion,  just  some  extremely 
subtle  hairlines  from  an  ancient  and  light  cleaning  from 
which  this  beautiful  coin  has  long  since  recovered.  The 
obverse  is  aligned  to  9:00,  the  reverse  aligned  a bit  further 
off-register  to  below  3:00.  The  raggedness  of  the  edge  above 
CON  appears  to  be  as  struck.  Far  nicer  than  most  examples 
seen  from  this  die  marriage,  one  whose  eye  appeal  propels 
it  even  further  than  its  nice  technical  grade.  The  collecting 
base  for  Nova  Constellatio  varieties  is  growing,  and  coins  of 
this  quality  may  become  very  difficult  to  find  in  the  not-so- 
distant  future.

Landscape, 
VERMONTS.  Extremely  Fine-40. 126.3  grains.  27.9  mm.  A 
delightful  example  of  one  of  the  more  challenging  varieties 
in  the  Landscape  series  to  find  nice,  and  far  scarcer  in  all 
grades  than  Ryder-6  and  Ryder-7  despite  a similar  rarity 
designation.  Beautiful  glossy  light  brown  surfaces,  free  of 
granularity  or  serious  defects  and  a joy  to  behold.  The  strike 
is  a bit  inconsistent,  as  nearly  always  seen,  with  PUBLICA 
much  bolder  than  VERMONTS,  though  the  NTS  portion  is 
nice  and  clear.  DECIMA  is  mostly  obscured  on  the  reverse 
though  STELLA  QUARTA  is  crisp.  Centers  are  bold  on  both 
sides,  though  the  significant  die  break  at  the  base  of  the  ob- 
verse affects  the  plow  and  the  area  above  in  this  late  die  state. 
The  date  is  good  and  bold,  as  is  the  all-seeing  eye.  A couple 
of  insignificant  planchet  fissures  are  seen  in  the  area  of  soft 
striking  at  DECIMA.  A subtle  spot  of  mahogany  toning,  not 
raised  corrosion  but  only  color,  is  noted  above  1 of  the  date 
and  a smaller  one  is  barely  right  of  5.  The  overall  aesthetic 
appeal  is  superb,  far  nicer  than  usual.  If  more  collectors 
had  a chance  to  buy  Vermonts  that  looked  like  this,  more 
people  would  want  to  collect  Vermonts!  A really  charming 
VERMONTS  and  one  that  would  grace  any  cabinet.

MONTS. Fine-12.  119.5  grains.  27.1  mm.  Appealing  dark 
mahogany  brown  surfaces  are  smoother  than  often  seen  and 
glossy  despite  some  extremely  fine  granularity.  The  1785 
date  and  most  of  the  legends  are  very  bold,  but  the  planchet 
is  of  uneven  thickness  so  the  legends  atop  the  obverse  and 
reverse  are  weak.  VERMON  and  PUBLICA  are  bold  at  the 
sides  of  the  obverse,  as  is  the  bucolic  central  device,  the  same 
could  be  said  of  the  central  reverse  and  STELLA  DECIMA  on 
that  side.  Some  trivial  old  scratches  that  most  would  miss, 
long  planchet  fissure  runs  from  just  right  of  12:00  on  obverse 
through  plow  handles,  natural  pit  below  7 of  the  date.  A 
handsome  specimen  of  a variety  that  is  far  more  elusive  than 
the  1786  VERMONTENSIUMs,  which  are  distinctive  enough 
that  instead  of  one  Landscape  we  would  prefer  h’pe  collectors 
owned  a 1785  in  addition  to  a 1786.  In  any  case,  the  market 
value  of  circulated  Vermont  Landscapes  seems  a bargain  at 
present  levels,  especially  for  desirable  coins  like  this.

MONTS.  Very  Fine-20. 93.5  grains.  26.8  mm.  A highly  elusive 
variety  among  the  Landscape  coppers,  perhaps  more  elusive 
than  the  assigned  rarity  rating  would  reflect.  Devices  stand 
out  sharply  despite  a series  of  light  pits  affecting  the  overall 
detail  and  eye  appeal.  The  legends  are  complete  on  both  sides, 
while  the  reverse  devices  are  far  sharper  than  the  central 
obverse.  The  surfaces  are  uniformly  granular  in  addition  to 
the  fine  obverse  pitting,  some  roughness  at  the  rims  suggest 
a former  burial,  very  slight  bend  seen  from  edge.  Some  tiny 
rim  nicks  and  abrasions  are  seen.  A very  tough  variety  to 
find  nice;  Ford's  piece  at  $6,900  now  seems  like  something 
of  a bargain.

Only  the  most 
modest  wear  is  present,  and  most  areas  are  marvelously 
well  defined  for  a Landscape;  a bold  date,  crisp  obverse 
legend  soft  only  at  the  usual  spot  at  RMO,  fully  detailed 
mountains,  sunface,  and  plow.  The  reverse  shows  a bit  of 
natural  planchet  texture  from  softness  of  strike  CIM  of 
DECIMA,  but  other  areas  are  crisp.  Pretty  well  centered, 
some  denticles  visible  on  both  sides.  Magnification  reveals 
just  some  insignificant  hairlines  here  and  there  and  a little 
planchet  pit  in  the  two  trees  to  the  far  left  of  the  Green 
Mountain  vista.  ^ 

Landscapes  like  this,  with  so  much  detail  and  such  nice 
surfaces,  are  avidly  snapped  up  by  type  collectors.  While 
everyone  agrees  this  design  is  beautiful,  very  few  Vermont 
Landscape  coppers  can  really  be  described  the  same  way.  This 
one  is  about  as  pretty  as  they  come,  fit  for  a connoisseur's 
cabinet.

Mostly 
smooth  and  very  attractive,  very  boldly  struck  with  a marvel- 
ously detailed  Vermont  scene  and  plow  on  obverse  along  with 
full  peripheral  legends  and  date  on  that  side.  The  reverse  also 
shows  abundant  detail,  with  extremely  well  delineated  centers 
and  full  legends  despite  some  softness  at  DEC  which  mostly 
obscures  those  letters.  Only  trivial  little  planchet  fissures  are 
seen  on  the  reverse;  the  obverse  features  a planchet  gap  just 
above  9:00  at  the  rim  and  a couple  little  flaws  among  the  trees.

Little  if  any  wear  is  visible,  with  the  central  reverse 
device  showing  as  the  boldest  part  of  the  design.  The  date 
and  VERMONTEN  are  clear,  QUARTA  is  the  sharpest  section 
of  the  reverse  legend  since  that  side  is  slightly  misaligned. 
An  interesting  coin,  sharp  if  rough.

The  sunface  and  mountain  scene  is  well-defined,  despite  the 
bulge  this  die  develops  in  the  foreground  belowN  which  limits 
the  top  detail  of  the  otherwise  sharp  plow.  The  reverse  shows 
a bit  of  the  planchet  texture  at  a softly  struck  area  at  the  end 
of  DECIMA,  but  other  legends  and  the  central  device  are  \'er\’ 
well  defined  for  the  grade.

Rich  chocolate  brown 
with  glossy  smooth  surfaces,  the  way  all  Vermont  Landscapes  would  look  if  life  were  perfect.  The  only  roughness 
is  some  very  shallow  planchet  texture  at  the  soft  spot  below  the  mountains  at  central  obverse.  The  strike  is  bold 
and  well  centered,  showing  totally  complete  legends  on  both  sides.  A small  planchet  clip  is  present  just  below 
3:00  on  the  obverse,  reverse  die  aligned  to  6:00  with  some  margin  outside  the  beading  above  QUARTA.  Some  very 
minor  old  pinscratches  have  toned  over  on  the  obverse,  mostly  on  the  bulge  above  the  date  and  below  VERM 
that  is  present  on  specimens  struck  from  this  late  die  state.  Some  vertical  abrasions  run  parallel  on  the  reverse 
but  are  also  of  no  great  impact  to  the  excellent  eye  appeal.

The  obverse  from  center  to  base  shows  a "cracked  earth"  effect,  with  fissures  covering  some  detail  in  that  area, 
but  MONTENSIUM,  the  sun,  and  the  tree-covered  hills  are  of  essentially  unworn  sharpness.  On  the  reverse,  the 
planchet  is  a little  granular  and  shows  some  moderate  fissures,  but  the  detail  is  extremely  sharp.  The  reverse  leg- 
end is  complete  and  the  radiate  eye  is  superbly  detailed.

One  of  the  sharpest  specimens  we  have  seen,  with  details  essentially  as  sharp  as  the  best  Ford 
coin  and  somewhat  stronger  than  the  primary  Hinkley  coin.  Of  course,  sharpness  is  not  everything  and  surfaces 
and  strike  need  also  be  considered.  This  piece  shows  finely  granular  surfaces  that  still  retain  a measure  of  gloss 
and  strong  eye  appeal.  The  plow  is  a bit  weak  as  on  the  Hinkley  coin  and  others  of  this  advanced  tiie  state,  an 
area  of  soft  strike  reveals  some  inborn  pitting  under  DEC  of  DECIMA.

Very  attractive  two-tone  with  dark  chocolate  brown 
fields  and  tan  devices.  Glossy  and  nearly  smooth,  a highly 
pleasing  coin.  The  detail  in  the  obverse  device  is  excellent, 
with  each  hair  strand  finely  delineafed.  Even  the  reverse  is 
pretty  sharp,  with  a bold  central  device  and  some  of  BRITAN 
plain  in  the  left  reverse  field  despite  the  legends  being  mostly 
ground  off  the  die  before  this  muling  was  created.  Despite  its 
problematic  edges,  this  piece  retains  a desirable  appearance 
and  de.serves  bidding  competition.

The  fields  are  mostly  smooth  and  hard,  while  the  cen- 
ters of  both  sides  are  granular,  that  on  the  reverse  being  rough. 
There  are  traces  of  mint  lustre  visible  around  some  protected 
areas  of  both  sides,  suggesting  that  this  might  qualify  for  an 
even  higher  grade  than  we  awarded  it.

The  obverse  is  beautiful  and  utterly 
without  flaw,  aligned  trivially  to  12:00  or  just  right  of  it  in 
such  a way  that  the  wedge-shaped  denticles  and  die  edge  are 
visible  around  the  entire  base  of  that  side.  The  portrait  is  well 
struck  and  lacks  the  usual  central  depression,  a soft  indented 
area  often  seen  on  this  variety.  The  reverse  is  likewise  smooth 
and  lovely,  boldly  defined,  and  a joy  to  examine,  aligned 
slightly  right  of  6:00  and  showing  a generous  frame  of  denticles 
above.  The  strike  is  firm,  even  if  the  waist  of  the  seated  figure 
is  not  defined,  and  only  a few  little  pits  at  E of  INDE  keep  us 
from  calling  this  coin  perfect,  serving  the  same  way  as  the 
one  missed  stitch  might  on  a Native  American  blanket.  The 
date  is  complete  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse,  and  the  shield 
is  almost  fully  rendered.  Superlative  examples  of  common 
varieties  make  ideal  type  coins,  and  this  one  should  make  its 
next  owner  grin  every  time  he  or  she  handles  it.

brown  with  tan  devices  on  finely  granular  surfaces.  Some  fine  scratches  blend  into  the  fields,  good  full  legends 
despite  abundant  circulation.  No  major  nicks,  attractive  overall  appearance,  and  a good  candidate  to  be  the  first 
Vermont  in  a newly  begun  Confederation-era  cabinet. 


394  1788  Vermont  copper.  Ryder-19.  Rarity-5-.  Mailed  Bust  Right.  Very  Fine-30,  tooled.  109.9  grains.  27.1  mm.  An 

interesting  and  sharp  specimen  of  this  highly  elusive  Ryder  number.  Uniform  glossy  chocolate  brown,  an  ideal 
shade  for  a Vermont  copper  or  any  coin  of  this  era.  The  top  half  of  the  obverse  is  smooth  and  well-detailed,  as  is 
the  entire  reverse,  but  some  pits  or  fissures  below  the  obverse  portrait  down  to  the  rim  have  been  smoothed  with 
a series  of  fine  pinscratches,  leaving  an  unusual  appearance.  MON  AUCTO  are  bold,  as  is  the  portrait,  and  the 
reverse  is  smooth  and  lovely  but  for  some  fine  scratches.  This  variety  is  rare  with  this  kind  of  sharpness;  Ford's 
Choice  Very  Fine  netted  $7,187.50  as  the  lone  example  from  these  dies  in  the  2003  Ford  I sale.  While  the  flaws  on 
this  piece  mean  it  won't  appeal  to  everyone,  the  bold  detail  and  surfaces  that  are  mostly  glossy  and  smooth  will 
certainly  make  it  highly  collectible  to  many  Vermont  enthusiasts.

The  date  and  legends  are  complete  and  the 
eye  appeal  is  good.  A couple  little  digs  are  hidden  by  the  V of  VERMON,  faint  vertical  reverse  scratch,  only  minor 
marks  otherwise.  We  wish  all  Vermonts  in  this  gracle  had  surfaces  like  this.

Even  light 
brown  with  granular  surfaces.  The  legends  that  are  centered  on  the  planchet  are  bold,  though  the  tops  of  AUCTORl 
intersect  the  edge  and  only  a portion  of  ET  LIB  is  visible.  The  date  is  clear.  Reverse  die  edge  visible  at  left,  obverse 
a bit  better  centered.  Just  a hint  of  the  usual  crack  near  the  seated  figure's  knees  is  present,  making  this  fairly 
distinctive  among  the  population  of  this  rare  variety.  An  elusive  and  interesting  Vermont  copper  that  should  see 
active  competition.

A handsome 
piece  despite  its  surfaces,  certainly  sharper  than  many  examples  currently  in  advanced  collections.

A bit  granular  but  not  unattractively  so,  some  rai.sed  dark  scale  present 
under  the  chin  ot,  and  behind  the  head  of  the  obverse  portrait.  Excellent  sharpness,  bold  date  and  legends,  at  least 
technically  as  sharp  as  the  Ford  coin,  though  that  coin  had  better  surfaces.  Tiny  scrape  under  obverse  truncation, 
similar  mark  near  reverse  shield  at  rim.  This  is  another  of  those  Vermont  varieties  that  is  scarce  enough  to  give 
collectors  of  the  series  a challenge,  but  that  usually  gets  included  in  an  advanced  collection.

The  details  are 
excellent,  even  if  laid  a little  low  by  the  surface  quality, 
and  this  piece  was  undoubtedly  little  worn  when  lost  in 
upstate  New  York.

A lovely 
example  of  one  of  the  classic  rarities  among  collectible 
Vermonts.  Even  medium  steel  brown  with  finely  granular 
surfaces,  inoffensive  to  the  naked  eye  and  appearing  nearly 
smooth.  A good-looking  piece,  sharp  on  the  obverse  and 
showing  just  some  extremely  fine  pinscratches  blending 
into  the  center  of  that  side.  The  reverse  is  a bit  weaker,  as 
usual,  from  central  swelling,  and  a few  parallel  scrapes  are 
seen  at  the  center  on  the  seated  figure.  A tiny  round  spot  is 
noted  below  central  reverse.  ET  LIB  and  about  half  of  the 
date  and  INDE  are  seen  on  the  narrow  planchet;  VERMON 
AUCTORI  is  complete  and  ideally  centered  on  the  obverse.

Glossy  dark  tan 
with  excellent  aesthetic  appeal.  The  obverse  is  aligned  towards  3:00,  allowing  for  complete  legends  and  a visible  die 
edge  outside  the  wedge-shaped  denticles  above  GEORGIYS.  The  strike  on  that  side  is  bold  and  the  obverse  device 
is  far  sharper  than  usual.  The  reverse  is  significantly  softer,  as  always,  but  a good  bit  of  the  seated  figure  may  be 
seen  m addition  to  INDE  ET.  The  date  and  LIB  are  off  the  edge  of  the  planchet.  On  its  own  the  obverse  is  choice  EE, 
though  the  reverse  shows  some  scattered  pits  and  a bit  of  green  verdigris  beneath  ET  and  the  chin.  A raised  rim,  as 
struck,  has  protected  the  top  of  the  reverse  from  wear;  minor  old  horizontal  scratch  on  that  side  crosses  at  center,  only 
insignificant  marks  otherwise.  This  variety  is  highly  distinctive  within  the  Vermont  series,  struck  after  the  business 
agreement  with  Machin  s Mills  and  using  a die  clearly  intended  to  imitate  a British  halfpenny  rather  than  announce 
its  official  relationship  with  the  Republic  of  Vermont.

necticut muling  (Miller  l-I).  Fine-15. 104.5  grains.  25.2  mm. 
A high  quality  example  of  this  historic  and  elusive  issue,  the 
bridge  between  the  1787  Gonnecticut  Small  Head  and  the 
Vermont  series,  linking  both  to  Machin's  Mills.  This  obverse 
was  used  on  a pair  of  1787-dated  Connecticuts,  the  Miller  1-A 
and  1-VV,  the  latter  an  extreme  rarity.  The  reverse  was  used 
on  a series  of  scarce  Vermont  varieties:  Ryder-25,  Ryder-28, 
Ryder-29,  and  Ryder-31.  This  variety  has  been  assigned  a 
number  in  both  the  Miller  and  Ryder  sequences  and  is  avidly 
sought  by  both  Connecticut  and  Vermont  enthusiasts,  though 
the  quantity  known  is  small  enough  that  most  collectors  go 
wanting  for  years,  if  they  find  one  at  all. 

This  specimen  has  excellent  medium  brown  color  over 
finely  granular  surfaces.  Both  sides  maintain  a level  of  gloss 
and  excellent  eye  appeal  for  the  variety.  A tiny  mint  clip — 
seemingly  mandatory  on  this  variety — is  present  over  ON  of 
CONNEC.  The  bases  of  AUCTORl  are  present  on  the  planchet, 
CONNEC  is  complete,  INDE  ET  are  complete  though  LIB 
did  not  fit  on  the  typical  undersized  planchet.  Only  the  most 
trivial  tine  pinscratches  are  present  on  the  swollen  center  of  the 


reverse.  The  obverse  is  a full  grade  bolder  than  the  reverse,  as 
usual,  with  the  swelling  behind  the  portrait  plain  to  see. 

Ford  owned  one  specimen  of  this  muling,  sold  with  the 
Connecticuts  (since  that  is  where  Boyd  kept  his)  among  the 
offerings  of  the  May  2005  Ford  IX  sale.  It  was  a bit  sharper  than 
this  one  and  netted  $14,950  as  one  of  the  last  40  lots  in  a ver\' 
active  Connecticut  sale.  The  2002  C4  piece,  ex.  Jess  Patrick, 
was  of  comparable  quality  to  this  one,  just  a bit  finer  overall, 
and  netted  $12,650  some  five  years  ago.  Most  other  examples 
offered  within  memory  have  not  been  as  nice  as  this,  includ- 
ing the  Taylor-Bibbins  specimen,  the  "Good /Fair"  but  rough 
Perkins  coin,  and  even  Norw'eb.T303  (among  the  Vermonts) 
which  was  described  as  "heavily  porous  and  pitted,  flan 
bent."  None  have  been  offered  since  Ford  in  any  grade,  to 
our  knowledge,  and  even  advanced  collections  like  Hinkley 
often  lack  this  variety. 

With  its  fascinating  history  and  significant  rariW,  this  piece 
should  see  extremely  active  bidding  before  becoming  a cen- 
terpiece in  its  next  cabinet.  The  only  question  is  whether  that 
cabinet  will  be  full  of  Vermonts,  Connecticuts,  Machin's  Mills 
creation.s,  or  the  whole  panoply  of  early  American  issues.

Bust  Right.  Extremely  Fine-40.  134.3  grains.  28.7  mm. 
A handsome  example  of  this  date  or  variety,  one  whose 
sharpness  and  overall  appeal  compares  very  favorably  with 
the  Ford  coin.  Attractive  medium  brown  with  some  hints 
of  lighter  tan.  Good  gloss  persists  despite  very  fine,  even 
granularity.  A minor  striation  or  flaw  is  seen  jogging  from 
forehead  into  first  C of  CONNEC,  other  little  fissures  at  olive 
branch  and  below  reverse  shield.  The  detail  is  excellent,  about 
as  sharp  as  Ford's  EF  (at  $3,600  in  Ford  IX).  The  legends  and 
date  are  complete,  though  the  bases  of  the  digits  are  worn 
into  the  rim  as  usually  seen.  A lovely  specimen,  long  off  the 
market  and  worthy  of  a specialist's  first  line.

A sharp 
and  extremely  attractive  specimen.  Smooth  and  glossy  me- 
dium brown  surfaces  exhibit  a bare  minimum  of  the  planchet 
flaws  that  typically  plague  Connecticuts  of  this  date.  A fis- 
sure and  flaw  above  CON  does  not  interrupt  those  letters, 
tiny  flaw  at  center  of  each  side,  minor  gap  at  9:00  on  reverse. 
Extremely  bold  legends  and  date,  good  sharp  devices,  ex- 
ceptional visual  appeal  on  both  sides.  We  can  find  nothing 
to  complain  about  on  this  coin,  nor  do  we  expect  anyone  else 
will — it  is  an  example  for  those  who  refuse  to  buy  ugly  coins 
yet  still  somehow  love  the  Connecticut  series.  A coin  like 
this  may  even  compete  for  the  lower  echelons  of  the  Condi- 
tion Census,  but  either  way  it  will  surely  be  appreciated  by 
specialists  in  this  fascinating  state  coinage.

A beautiful 
example  of  this  scarce  variety,  one  that  boasts  an  essentially 
unsurpassable  provenance  that  leads  back  to  the  Miller 
Collection.  Described  in  our  May  2005  offering  of  the  Ford 
Collection,  Part  IX,  as  follows: 

"Choice  Very  Fine  or  better.  A second  and  also  far  nicer 
than  most  others  seen  by  the  cataloguer.  134.9  gns.  One  of 
the  Miller  Sale  coins.  Dark  gray  brown  in  color,  quite  unusual 
in  the  series.  Both  surfaces  appear  only  microgranular  and 
uniformly  so  and  make  a pleasing  appearance.  Good  central 
detail  on  both  sides.  Essentially  flaw  free  flan  save  for  a small 
break  at  the  upper  left  on  the  reverse  mirrored  on  the  obverse 
rim  at  about  7:00.

Some  jade 
green  patina  is  seen  between  CON  and  the  profile,  in  addi- 
tion to  lesser  amounts  around  ET  LIB  and  behind  the  obverse 
bust,  but  it  is  old  and  inactive,  adding  to  the  overall  look  of 
this  very  nice  copper.  No  major  marks  or  defects  are  seen.

It  is  hefty  and  impressive  in 
hand,  a marvelous  way  to  represent  the  date  or  variety  in  a 
thoughtfully  built  set.

Minor  fissure  seen  at  TOR  of  AUCTORI.  Plenty  of  detail 
remains  for  positive  attribution  of  this  verv  challenging 
variety.  The  Boyd-Ford  coin  was  called  "Nice  Fine,"  and 
brought  $3,737.50.

A magnificent  survivor,  undoubtedly  one  of  the  very  finest  known  from  these  dies.  Smooth  medium  olive  brown 
surfaces  retain  some  lustre  and  frost,  a seriously  uncommon  condition  for  this  issue.  The  eye  appeal  is  about  as 
choice  as  can  be  imagined,  with  superb  sharpness  and  a good  quality  planchet.  A shallow  flaw  behind  the  portrait 
on  the  obverse  affects  CONN,  and  another  minor  fissure  descends  from  the  rim  at  12:00  through  the  head  of  the 
reverse  figure.  Some  minor  peripheral  weakness,  but  the  date  and  legends  are  all  complete.  In  many  ways,  this 
is  as  sharp  as  the  exemplary  Miller-Ford  coin  that  realized  $6,325  and  was  catalogued  as  second  finest  known;  it 
is  certainly  no  more  worn  than  that  coin  and  may  not  be  worn  at  all.  This  piece  would  ideally  serve  the  needs  of 
a Connecticut  date  collector  who  wants  one  high-grade  and  attractive  specimen  from  each  of  the  four  years  of 
issue,  1785  to  1788.

Mailed  Bust  Left.  Extremely  Fine-45. 124.2  grains.  28.1  mm. 
A technically  unworn  specimen  of  this  extremely  rare  variety, 
most  likely  second  finest  known  and  undoubtedly  among 
the  best  few  extant.  Medium  brown  and  steel  surfaces  retain 
some  lustre  and  show  no  easily  seen  wear,  despite  details 
of  Fine  or  so.  The  surfaces  are  smooth  and  glossy  in  many 
areas,  especially  on  the  reverse.  A hallmark  of  this  variety 
is  the  failure  at  left  obverse,  where  a swelled  area  becomes 
a terraced  weakness.  The  Taylor  cataloguer  described  the 
piece  in  that  collection  (ex.  Hall  and  Brand,  graded  in  1987 
as  EF-40)  as  "little  apparent  wear,  struck  from  shallow  relief 
dies"  while  B.G.  Johnson  called  the  same  coin  "Uncirculated, 
weakly  struck  on  a poor  planchet."  The  same  descriptions  fit 
for  this  coin,  where  the  weakness  at  left  obverse  has  failed  to 
obliterate  the  fissured  and  granular  planchet  texture  in  that 
area  despite  excellent  sharpness  elsewhere.  CONNEC  and 
reverse  legends  are  complete,  except  for  U of  INDE,  and  the 
date  is  bold.  The  reverse  is  slightly  double  struck  and  shows 
an  oblong  area  of  darker  toning  left  of  the  seated  figure.  The 
planchet  quality  is  actually  very  nice,  overall,  and  the  visual 
appeal  is  excellent.  No  significant  marks  or  detractions  can 
be  noted. 

Our  Ford  IX  sale  included  a specimen  of  this  variety 
graded  "Very  Good  / Fine,"  not  a match  for  this  piece  despite 
having  similar  sharpness  in  many  areas.  Therein  we  noted 
that  the  die  marriage  was  known  by  "a  surviving  population 
of  fewer  than  a dozen,"  thus  making  this  piece  Rarity-7  and 
a variety  still  neecied  by  many  specialists.  Ford's  brought 
$4,600.  The  dateless  Norweb-Perkins  coin,  called  VF-20  in 
1988  and  "net  Very  Fine"  in  2000,  sold  for  $4,887.50  and  was 
called  "possible  second  finesf  known."  The  precise  order  may 
be  impossible  to  sort  out — how  does  one  grade  a variety  like 
this,  let  alone  rank  them? — but  anyone  who  specializes  in  this 
series  will  recognize  the  importance  of  this  high-grade  and 
very  rare  Connecticut  copper. 

A number  of  excellent  Connecticut  coppers  herein  come  from  the  same 
consignment,  a collection  of  mostly  rare  varieties  formed  from  the  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  stock  in  the  1970s.  In  that  era,  the  collections  of  Ted  Craige  and 
Q.  David  Bowers  were  made  available,  along  with  other  offerings.

Mostly 
smooth  and  very  appealing,  no  planchet  flaws  on  the 
reverse,  obverse  only  microscopically  striated  vertically. 
Obverse  aligned  trivially  towards  6:00,  tops  of  AU  at 
planchet  edge,  reverse  aligned  to  11:00  or  so  with  the  tops 
of  DE  lightly  affected.

Deep  olive 
fields  contrast  with  light  brown  devices  over  micropscopi- 
cally  granular  surfaces.  The  obverse  die  is  drastically  mis- 
aligned to  12:00,  showing  the  full  depth  of  the  neat  triangular 
obverse  denticles,  but  another  row  of  denticles  appears  just 
inside  the  edge  below — these  denticles,  the  size  and  shape 
of  those  on  the  reverse,  can  only  be  explained  by  a flip-over 
double  strike  whose  original  strike  was  fully  obliterated 
everywhere  else.

This  coin  offers  some  chal- 
lenges, however,  despite  the  fact  that  it  surely  ranks  among 
the  very  finest  known  from  this  die  pair.  A fine  fissure  runs 
between  AU  of  AUCTORI  and  6:00  on  the  obverse,  and  in 
the  same  area  the  rim  is  somewhat  bent  and  wavy.

An  especially 
challenging  coin  to  grade,  soft  in  some  areas  but  so  bold  on  the 
globe  and  fully  complete  wheat  sheaves  of  the  reverse  shield 
that  we  doubt  the  presence  of  much  wear  at  all.  Those  three 
wheat  sheaves  represent  the  state  seal  of  Connecticut  (also 
present  on  the  Connecticut  paper  money  of  this  era)  and  are 
fairly  unusual  to  see  bold  and  well  struck.  The  coin  is  glossy 
medium  brown  overall,  exhibiting  good  aesthetic  appeal.  A 
planchet  fissure  jogs  from  12:00  on  the  obverse  down  to  the 
cheek  of  the  portrait,  while  the  reverse  is  free  of  significant 
planchet  flaws.  A glass  reveals  many  very  fine  pinscratches  on 
the  obverse,  but  they  are  old  and  blend  in,  fewer  are  \isible  on 
the  reverse.  Areas  of  softness  include  the  upper  left  obverse 
and  the  portrait's  drapery,  as  well  as  the  top  of  the  reverse. 
Die  rotation  leaves  the  reverse  just  barely  counterclockwise  of 
medal  turn.  A really  interesting  copper,  struck  with  dies  cut 
with  shallow  relief  on  a light  weight  and  narrow  planchet, 
but  seemingly  barely  circulated.  The  pa'sence  of  those  wheat 
sheaves  alone  make  it  a desirable  property

planchet  fissures  are  noted  atop  the  obverse,  some  very  old 
scratches  blend  into  upper  left  reverse,  no  heavy  digs,  evenly 
but  microscopically  granular  on  both  sides.  A desirable  speci- 
men that  any  specialist  would  be  pleased  to  own.

Bust  Left.  Choice  Very  Fine-35.  125.6  grains.  27.3  mm.  A 
rare  variety  in  nearly  unsurpassable  grade.  Pleasing  light 
brown  with  mostly  smooth  surfaces.  Glossy  and  aftractive, 
a pretty  coin  that  may  technically  deserve  to  be  called  EF. 
Some  natural  planchet  texture  is  seen  in  the  softly  struck 
area  at  TOR  of  AUCTORI  and  at  the  same  region  opposite 
on  the  reverse,  a couple  harmless  fissures  are  hidden  in  the 
hair  of  fhe  obverse  portrait.  The  obverse  legends  and  some 
denticles  are  on  the  narrow  planchet,  though  the  minor  mis- 
alignment of  the  reverse  towards  6:00  has  lost  all  but  the  tops 
of  fhe  date  digits.  Only  some  very  faint  old  scratches  atop 
the  reverse  and  a very  tiny  rim  nick  atop  the  obverse  could 
be  noted  as  a post-striking  flaw.  The  die  variety  attribution 
is  painted  boldly  on  the  cheek  on  the  obverse.  The  dramatic 
die  cracks  seen  on  this  coin's  reverse  likely  caused  the  rarity 
of  fhis  marriage.  One  crack  sfretches  from  the  reverse  rim 
between  ND  of  INDE  to  center,  joining  a further  crack  from 
center  through  the  shield  to  rim.  It  is  incredible  that  so  much 
detail  remains  on  this  coin. 

This  piece,  last  sold  privately  three  decades  ago  for 
$129,  may  rank  among  fhe  very  finesf  known  of  this  vari- 
ety, especially  if  surfaces  are  taken  into  consideration.  The 
Ford  coin  was  perhaps  similarly  sharp  but  was  called  "very 
granular;"  it  sold  for  $1,725.  Perkins'  coin  was  nof  close,  nor 
was  Taylor's  this  sharp  (though  die  state  had  something  to 
do  with  that).  Though  its  interesting  provenance  back  to  the 
era  of  painted  die  varieties  is  not  known,  it  likely  graced  one 
well-known  cabinet  or  other.  Today  it  could  be  a prize  in  a 
highly  advanced  collection  of  1788  Connecticuts.

Left.  Very  Fine-25.  60.6  grains.  28.4  mm.  A technically  fasci- 
nating piece,  one  of  the  very  thinnest  and  lightest  Connecticut 
coppers  we  have  ever  encountered.  Even  medium  brown  with 
finely  granular  surfaces.  A very  thin  oval  hole  is  prescmt  at 
central  obver.se,  reminiscent  of  the  early  1 7th-century  English 
cancellation  marks  on  underweight  coins  of  that  era  and  per- 
haps done  for  the  same  purpose.  The  hole  is  not  big  enough  to 
affect  the  weight  in  any  noticeable  fashion,  and  it  looks  like  it 
could  have  been  accomplished  by  a pin  or  .something  similarly 
small  and  sharp.  The  detail  is  superb  on  the  surfaces,  wedge- 
shaped  lamination  at  OR  of  AUCTORI  to  forehead,  another 
depression  at  shoulder  of  reverse  figure.  While  perhaps  nof 
worth  a great  deal,  this  piece  would  be  marvelous  to  display 
next  to  a 170  grain  Connecticut  in  an  advanced  collection.

28.0 
mm.  A fascinating  variety  with  finer  sharpness  than  practically 
ever  seen.  Chocolate  brown  with  good  gloss  and  eye  appeal, 
though  some  faint  undertones  suggest  expert  retoning  accom- 
plished at  the  time  of  the  repair.  Boldly  defined  design  elements 
show  an  even  bolder  strike  than  the  Ford  specimen,  with  the 
nose  of  fhe  obverse  portrait  fully  ouflined  and  good  detail  at 
the  usually  soft  central  reverse.  The  date  and  all  legends  are 
complete,  and  the  reverse  shows  a thorough  array  of  cracks 
thaf  place  this  later  than  most  die  states  we've  encountered. 
The  plug  is  hidden  in  the  intricacies  of  the  obverse  drapery, 
wedged  between  star  and  profile  on  the  reverse,  truly  an  expert 
job.

A patch  of  natu- 
ral planchet  unevenness  stretches  across  the  upper  left  reverse,  a few  smaller  areas  of  planchet  texture  atop  obverse, 
generally  a very  nice  planchet.  A very  tiny  mint  clip  may  be  seen  right  of  the  date,  which  is  cut  off  at  the  rim  about 
halfway  up  each  digit.  A superb  specimen  of  this  die  marriage,  finer  than  the  pretty  but  worn  Miller-Ford  coin,  similar 
to  the  Taylor  coin  in  terms  of  sharpness.

Attractive  dark  brown,  just  a bit  lighter  on  the  obverse  de- 
vices, with  scattered  fine  pitting  on  both  sides.  The  obverse 
is  remarkably  bold,  showing  fully  realized  detail  in  the 
all-important  horse  head  and  each  letter  complete  in  NOVA 
CAESAREA.  The  date,  as  so  often  seen  on  this  obverse,  is  not 
on  the  planchet.  The  reverse  is  a bit  weaker,  as  always  seen, 
but  UNUM  is  complete  and  some  of  the  rest  of  the  reverse 
legend  is  also  visible  around  the  well-outlined  shield.  The 
description  of  the  superb  Ford  coin  noted  the  beveling  that 
causes  weakness  atop  the  reverse  legend,  encountered  even 
on  that  finest  known  specimen.  The  eye  appeal  is  excellent, 
particularly  considering  the  rarity  of  the  issue.  The  diagonal 
obverse  die  crack,  undoubtedly  the  reason  this  obverse  is  a 
rarity,  is  easily  visible. 

This  variety  is  the  most  elusive  of  the  Head  Lefts  by  a long 
shot,  and  we  would  not  violently  disagree  if  someone  wanted 
to  call  it  Rarity-6-.  When  encountered  at  all,  it  is  apt  to  be 
low  grade  or  have  terrible  surfaces.  Ford's  and  O'Donnell's 
(the  latter  ex.  Garrett)  were  two  very  notable  exceptions. 
This  example  will  upgrade  many  members  of  the  80  and 
90  variety  clubs  and  may  get  others  one  coin  closer  to  those 
goals  in  superb  style.

Beauti- 
ful medium  brown  surfaces  show  good  gloss  and  a trace  of 
subtle  woodgraining.  The  devices  are  uniformly  sharp  and 
all  design  elements  are  complete.  The  obverse  is  aligned  a bit 
to  the  right,  reverse  more  notably  shifted  toward  4:00.  Some 
very  shallow  surface  laminafions  are  seen,  most  visible  at 
obverse  periphery  below  9:00,  and  a tiny  dropped  lamination 
may  be  noted  below  the  horsehead  over  central  plow.  Very 
tiny  rim  bruises  do  little  to  detract  from  the  excellent  eye 
appeal,  including  one  over  AE  atop  the  obverse  and  another 
over  I of  PLURIBUS.  A painted  die  variety  is  still  present  in 
the  obverse  field.  Few  contact  points  are  seen,  none  of  any 
consequence,  though  we  mention  a thin  old  scratch  left  of 
the  date. 

This  piece  is  better  struck  than  the  Boyd-Ford  coin  at  the 
peripheries  and  rivals  it  for  overall  quality.  Though  common 
in  circulated  grades,  very  few  are  known  as  nice  or  finer  fhan 
this  piece,  particularly  with  such  generous  eye  appeal.

The  Ryder-Boyd-Ford  collection,  owned  by  the  author  of 
the  standard  text  on  Massachusetts  coppers  and  two  of  the 
last  century's  most  savvy  collectors  in  succession,  contained 
two  examples  from  this  elusive  die  marriage.  One  was  a 
rough  and  pitted  Extremely  Eine  described  as  "not  entirely 
unattractive,"  while  the  other  (the  one  plated  in  the  Ryder 
text)  was  a pleasing  coin  graded  Choice  Very  Eine  but  "once 
cleaned."  They  realized  $575  and  $1,840,  respectively.  This 
one  should  bring  significantly  more,  though  the  provenance 
is  not  as  impressive,  the  condition  is  far  better.  The  specimen 
in  the  Craig  Smith  Collection,  offered  in  the  March  2003  Bow- 
ers and  Merena  sale,  was  graded  AU-58  (PCGS)  and  realized 
$2,645.  This  specimen  should  surpass  that  comfortably,  as 
over  the  last  four  years  many  more  people  have  succumbed 
to  the  interesting  pursuit  of  the  manageable  Massachusetts 
copper  die  variety  series.

A tiny  mint  clip  is  noted  just  right  of  12:00,  obverse  aligned  such  that 
long  denticles  and  a raised  rim  frame  the  right  side  of  the  obverse,  just  like  the  primary  Ryder-Boyd-Ford  coin.  A 
bit  of  softness  at  CENT  on  the  reverse  is  common  to  other  specimens  of  this  variety  in  high  grade  and  is  as  struck, 
indeed,  by  wear  alone  this  piece  may  be  About  Uncirculated.

Moderate  granularity  is  present  on  both  sides, 
though  a bisecting  lamination  from  the  star  on  the  obverse  to  rim  right  of  Indian's  ground  has  given  this  coin 
a dumb  sonority.  The  sharpness  is  excellent  and  the  eye  appeal  is  actually  quite  good  in  hand,  the  gloss  of  the 
surfaces  giving  this  piece  a nice  look  overall.  A rim  bruise  is  noted  atop  the  reverse,  a few  smaller  rim  nicks 
elsewhere.  This  variety  is  scarce,  though  three  were  included  in  the  Ryder-Boyd-Ford  collection,  and  a piece  as 
sharp  as  this  deserves  a spot  in  a well-considered  cabinet.

on  a plump  planchet.  Attractive  medium  brown  with  some  darker  toning  over  well-defined  devices.  Almost  smooth 
but  not  quite,  just  the  most  microscopic  granularity,  some  scattered  fissures  at  right  obverse,  a couple  pits  noted 
left  of  the  Indian.  Some  light  marks  seen,  a batch  of  hairlines  right  of  the  Indian's  head  and  another  left  of  lower 
bow,  two  rim  nicks  atop  reverse  and  one  left  of  the  date,  two  smaller  ones  left  of  top  obverse.  Despite  these  little 
flaws,  none  of  which  are  terribly  significant,  this  coin  truly  offers  good  in-hand  aesthetic  appeal  and  unusually 
good  sharpness  for  the  grade  assigned.  The  lone  specimen  from  these  dies  in  the  Ryder-Boyd-Ford  collection  was 
graded  Choice  EE  and  realized  $2,530.  This  will  likely  bring  a bit  less  despite  sharpness  that  is  nearly  as  crisp  as 
that  specimen.

brown  with  smooth,  lustrous  surfaces  and  faint  golden  highlights  around  design  elements.  A beautiful  coin,  far 
betfer  struck  than  often  seen  and  showing  both  a fully  realized  profile  on  the  Indian  and  bold  delination  in  the 
smock  and  skirt.  Denticles  frame  nearly  the  entire  obverse,  bolder  at  left  than  right.  The  reverse  is  also  very  sharp, 
again  with  sharper  denticles  at  left  than  right,  with  only  the  tiniest  hint  of  softness  above  CENT.  Magnification 
reveals  some  light  hairlines  on  both  sides,  harmless  to  the  naked  eye.  A few  parallel  reverse  striafions  are  seen  at 
absolute  center  and  above  the  right  wing,  tiny  rim  nick  near  5:00  on  reverse,  just  the  merest  hint  of  roughness  at 
extreme  right  reverse  periphery.  With  its  sharpness,  color,  and  strong  lustre,  this  coin  would  make  an  ideal  type 
coin  and  should  see  strong  bidding.

Excellent  surface  qualify,  a single  liftle  lamination  noted 
right  of  fhe  Indian's  feet,  fainter  lamination  between  US  of 
MASSACHUSETTS,  single  line  fissure  at  first  M of  COM-

is  still  full  a generous  frame  of  denticles  is  visible  atop  that 
side.  A very  nice  example,  one  to  satisfy  even  the  most  picky 
among  us,  and  ideal  for  fype  collectors  considering  the  high 
frequency  of  appearances  of  this  particular  die  variety.

About  Uncirculated-55. 165.2  grains.  29.0  mm.  An  extremely 
sharp  specimen  of  an  elusive  variety  within  the  Massachu- 
setts series.  Glossy  and  essentially  smooth  medium  brown 
surfaces  show  some  deep  orange  highlights,  remaining 
evidence  of  a long  ago  cleaning  that  has  been  mostly  forgot- 
ten under  ongoing  retoning.  The  detail  on  this  piece  would 
set  it  within  the  Condition  Census,  comparable  to  the  AU 
Ryder-Boyd-Eord  coin  that  netted  $6,612.50  in  2004.  A glass 
will  reveal  some  very  minor  hairlines  in  the  field,  though 
in  hand  they  are  not  offensive.  Nicely  centered  and  well 
struck,  planchet  flaw  at  the  Indian's  feet  shows  some  fissures 
sfrefching  to  CO  of  COMMON,  very  shallow  granularitv  at 
star  before  Indian's  profile.  Even  with  its  former  cleaning  this 
still  may  rank  among  the  top  handful  known  for  the  variet\’, 
if  not,  its  eye  appeal  and  sharpness  will  carrv  it  to  a place  of 
honor  among  a collection  of  Ryder  numbers.

Very  Fine-35. 154.0  grains.  29.0  mm.  Dark  brown  with  some 
mottled  mahogany  highlights  and  darker  olive  near  the  base 
of  the  reverse.  Glossy  though  microscopically  granular  under 
a glass,  good  eye  appeal,  some  minor  surface  roughness 
around  reverse  devices  and  at  base  of  that  side.  A few  little 
golden  flecks  are  traces  of  some  old  glue  or  residue,  instantly 
removable.  With  only  the  most  minor  marks  and  sharpness 
that  suggests  an  EF  grade,  this  is  a very  desirable  example.

A 
tiny  planchet  clip  is  seen  at  9:00  on  obverse.  Two  very  old 
obverse  scratches  are  present,  intersecting  at  the  right  side 
of  the  Indian's  torso;  oddly,  the  Stickney-Ryder-Boyd-Ford 
specimen  also  had  an  obverse  X scratch  and  was  similarly 
graded  if  a little  sharper.  A single  nick  is  noted  at  the  center 
of  the  reverse  shield,  little  rim  nick  present  beneath  the  arrow 
talon.  A tough  variety  to  find  nice.  Ford's  was  graded  "Fine 
to  Very  Fine,"  while  the  Graig  Smith  coin  was  graded  VF-30.

A handsome  and  sharp  piece, 
showing  just  hints  of  woodgraining  on  the  obverse  and  olive 
halos  around  devices  on  the  reverse.  Some  very  minor  granu- 
larity, the  sort  inherent  in  Massachusetts  copper  planchets, 
is  seen  behind  the  Indian's  head  at  the  rim.  The  reverse  is 
slightly  misaligned  to  precisely  3:00.  Very  well-detailed  for 
this  variety,  which  seems  scarcer  than  the  assigned  rarity 
designation.

Tiny  patch  of  dark  scale  noted  at  OM 
of  COMMON,  no  heavy  marks  though  we  note  a few  of  the 
most  minor  sort  of  rim  bruises  at  upper  left  obverse.  Sharp 
and  attractive  enough  to  serve  as  a fine  type  coin,  a very 
collectible  specimen.

Smooth  and  unflawed,  well 
struck  on  a nice  planchet.  A curved  old  scratch  is  noted 
at  the  base  of  the  eagle's  shield,  pinpoint  nick  over  U and 
short  scratch  under  nearby  S in  MASSACHUSETTS.  Many 
enthusiasts  of  the  series  have  been  happy  to  own  decent 
VF  specimens  of  this  variety  as  specimens  are  rarely  found 
better.

30.  144.4  grains.  28.6  mm.  Chocolate  brown  centers  yield  to 
orange-tinted  peripheries,  as  this  piece  continues  to  recover 
from  a long-ago  cleaning.  Some  gentle  woodgraining  is  seen 
on  the  mostly  smooth  obverse;  the  reverse  shows  some 
minor  granularity  particularly  at  center  and  left  periphery. 
Good  detail  throughout,  EN  of  CENT  a bit  soft  as  seen  on 
others  in  this  grade  range,  minor  diagonal  fissure  through 
eagle's  neck.  A technically  sound  specimen,  free  of  heavy 
marks  or  abrasive  hairlines,  one  that  will  be  very  pleasing 
once  allowed  to  fully  retone.  While  the  Ryder-Boyd-Ford 
collection  contained  two  specimens  of  this  elusi\'e  variety, 
they  were  graded  technical  EF  and  Choice  VF.  Those  grades 
are  above  average  for  this  die  marriage,  and  so  too  will  this 
coin  be  someday.  This  varietv  is  a challenge  in  all  grades;  it 
was  called  Raritv-5-  in  the  Ford  catalogue  but  is  carried  in 
Mike  Packard's  ratings  as  Raritv-5+.  We  have  diplomatically 
split  the  difference. 
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Rare  1788  Ryder  16-M  Cent 


1788  Massachusetts  cent.  Ryder  16-M.  Rarity-5.  Very  Fine-30. 148.2  grains.  28.8  mm.  A desirable  mid-grade  speci- 
men of  this  rare  variety,  one  not  included  in  the  Ryder-Boyd-Ford  collection.  Attractive  chocolate  brown  with 
glossy  surfaces.  The  reverse  is  essentially  smooth  with  only  trivial  roughness  at  SA  and  TT  of  MASSACHUSETTS. 
The  obverse  shows  a large  area  of  roughness  at  lower  left  side  but  only  minor  scattered  granularity  otherwise,  still 
pleasing  and  attractive.  The  detail  in  the  Indian's  face  suggests  an  EF  grade  despite  the  softness  at  central  obverse, 
and  some  may  be  willing  to  accord  this  piece  a higher  grade  assignment.  As  such,  it  may  threaten  the  low  end  of 
the  Condition  Census  for  this  elusive  die  marriage.  Only  four  examples  were  known  in  1961,  and  as  such  it  was 
missing  from  both  the  Ryder-Boyd  grouping  (and  Ryder's  reference  work)  and  the  Norweb  Collection.  Despite 
the  doubled  bow  tip  on  the  obverse,  which  offers  an  easy  naked-eye  attribution  point,  a fairly  small  number  has 
turned  up  since  then  despite  a groundswell  in  interest  in  this  series.  Taylor's  specimen  brought  $440  all  the  way 
back  in  1987;  this  should  bring  more  today. 


NOVA  EBORAC  COPPERS 


1787  Nova  Eborac  copper.  Breen-986.  Figure  seated  left.  Very  Fine-30. 138.4  grains.  27.8  mm.  Sharp  and  attractive, 
a fine  specimen  of  this  popular  Confederation-era  coinage  which  shares  date  punches  with  the  Brasher  doubloon. 
Medium  chestnut  brown  with  some  hints  of  lighter  and  darker  color.  Good  gloss  remains,  microscopic  granularity 
is  seen  under  a glass  but  the  visual  appeal  is  very  nice.  Details  are  well-defined  and  suggest  a higher  grade,  though 
the  head  of  the  reverse  figure  is  soft  as  so  often  seen.  Tiny  rim  nick  noted  over  E of  EBORAC,  no  other  notable 
faults,  full  legends  and  a nice  bold  date.  As  noted  above,  the  date  is  a prime  attraction  on  this  piece,  linking  it  to 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  early  American  issues.

An  impres- 
sive specimen  of  this  popular  type,  boasting  color  and  surfaces  far  better  than  usually  encountered.  Choice  smooth 
medium  brown  surfaces  are  glossy  and  exceptionally  pleasing.  The  detail  is  superb,  with  each  distinct  hair  strand 
on  the  obverse  portrait  plain  to  see.  The  obverse  is  aligned  to  3:00,  such  that  the  tops  of  EBORAC  are  at  the  edge 
of  the  planchet  but  the  bases  are  bold  enough  to  make  that  word  legible.  The  reverse  legends  are  intact  despite 
similar  alignment,  only  the  very  bases  of  the  date  numerals  are  off  the  planchet.  The  central  strike  is  a little  flat, 
but  the  surfaces  are  so  incredibly  pleasing  that  they  more  than  make  up  for  any  other  deficiencies.  This  is  a Nova 
Eborac  for  the  connoisseur,  a completely  different  animal  from  the  typical  sharp-but-granular  piece  commonlv 
available  in  the  marketplace.  Worthy  of  a strong  bid.

Breen-990.  Choice  Very  Fine-35. 156.8  grains.  27.8  mm.  One 
of  the  very  finest  known  specimens  of  this  rare  and  evocative 
issue,  finer  than  all  but  a few  of  the  dozen  or  so  known.  Choice 
smooth  hard  glossy  chocolate  brown  surfaces  with  subtle  and 
attractive  woodgraining  on  the  obverse.  Some  faint  highlights 
of  color  are  seen  among  the  devices.  Exceptional  aesthetic 
appeal,  with  color  and  surfaces  of  outstanding  quality.  The 
obverse  is  aligned  trivially  to  7:00,  allowing  tor  denticles  to 
frame  the  upper  right  obverse.  The  reverse  is  better  centered, 
with  some  denticles  visible  across  the  bottom.  Two  tiny  rim 
nicks  at  upper  right  reverse  (the  arms  side)  connect  this  piece 
with  its  priceless  and  historic  provenance.  Another  tiny  rim 
nick  is  seen  on  the  same  side  near  11:00.  When  John  Ford 
prepared  a Condition  Census  of  the  nine  examples  known 
to  him,  begun  in  1955  and  updated  through  1980,  he  ranked 
this  piece  as  third  finest  known  behind  the  Mickley-Bushnell- 
Brand  coin  and  the  Garrett  coin.  Since  then,  the  beautiful  gem 
quality  Eliasberg  coin  has  hit  the  market — acclaimed  generally 
as  the  finest  known — and  Ford's  own  piece  was  sold  by  us  in 
2004.  The  Ford  specimen  was  finer,  a bit  sharper  and  lacking 
the  minor  rim  nicks;  the  present  specimen  was  Boyd's  dupli- 
cate, sold  to  Roper  by  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company  soon 
after  it  was  spun  off  from  the  Boyd  Estate.  By  our  accounting, 
which  should  be  close  if  not  precise,  there  are  13  surviving 
specimens,  among  which  most  sensible  people  would  rank 
this  as  fifth  finest — still  Condition  Ceasus,  by  Sheldon's  top- 
six  definition. 


There  are  few  more  evocative  series  than  the  New  York 
Excelsior  coppers,  struck  in  small  numbers  at  the  same 
time  New  York  was  considering  a contract  copper  coinage 
like  other  states  in  the  region.  No  contract  was  granted,  but 
several  different  varieties  exist,  types  that  were  probably 
conceived  as  patterns  but  then  struck  in  somewhat  larger 
numbers  just  to  exact  some  profit.  The  New  York  Arms  die 
is  interesting,  relating  these  to  the  Brasher  doubloons  that 
were  likely  authored  by  the  same  engraver.  The  Indian 
die,  however,  has  received  extensive  comment  over  the 
years,  particularly  since  it  is  rare  in  every  form  and  every 
marriage  known.  The  legend  LIBER  NATUS  LIBERTATEM 
DEFENDO  is  translated  as  "born  free,  I defend  freedom," 
a slogan  that  befits  its  era  even  if  the  Indian  it  depicts  was 
nearly  completely  removed  from  the  urban  East  by  that 
point.  Any  example  of  this  coinage  is  a cherished  artifact, 
and  even  those  with  holes  and  extensive  wear  see  feverish 
pursuit  and  displays  of  gleeful  pride  when  acquired.  This 
piece,  with  its  choice  surfaces  and  unimproveable  prov- 
enance, is  a highlight  of  this  sale  just  as  it  was  a highlight 
in  every  other  catalogue  it  has  graced.

specimen  of  this  popular  and  scarce  Confederation-era  coinage.  Beautiful  even  chocolate  brown  with  smooth 
glossy  surfaces.  Boldly  struck  on  the  usual  narrow  planchet,  this  example  bears  a complete  1787  date  and  ideal 
centering  on  both  sides.  The  presence  of  the  rim  affects  only  the  very  top  of  E at  the  beginning  of  the  reverse  leg- 
end. Only  the  most  minor  contact  points  are  seen,  a couple  tiny  pits  between  figure's  head  and  the  pole  behind, 
smaller  ones  under  O of  COLUMBIA  and  on  first  M of  IMMUNIS.  The  detail  on  this  piece  is  better  than  usually 
seen,  the  centering  is  better  than  average,  and  the  eye  appeal  is  essentially  unsurpassable  for  a lightly  circulated 
coin.  Anyone  who  seeks  a high  quality  specimen  of  this  popular  and  interesting  type  would  be  well  served  to 
offer  a good  attempt  to  acquire  this  piece,  as  they  would  never  need  to  improve  on  it.

elements,  with  light  pitting  scattered  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A sharp  example  of  this  popular  type,  with 
an  essentially  full  date  on  the  narrow  planchet  and  bold  detail  throughout.  A bit  too  plentiful  to  be  considered  a 
Confederation-era  pattern,  the  Immunis  Columbia  coppers  were  likely  one  of  many  privately  issued  types  which 
competed  for  space  in  the  pockets  of  Americans  in  the  years  prior  to  the  ratification  of  the  Federal  Constitution 
in  1789.  Their  ciistinctive  design  and  their  close  relationship  to  many  of  the  rarest  Confederation  coppers  make 
them  an  appealing  choice  for  inclusion  in  a type  collection  and  one  of  the  most  avidly  sought  after  issues  of  this 
fascinating  period.

524  1772  Machin's  Mills  halfpenny.  Vlack  24-72C.  Rarity-6+.  Very 

Fine-30. 112.3  grains.  27.4  mm.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rare 
and  distinctive  Vlack  number,  not  discovered  until  1981  and 
still  extremely  elusive.  Rich  chocolate  brown  with  excellent 
gloss  on  the  hard,  smooth  surfaces.  Magnificent  eye  appeal 
for  this  variety;  compare  this  coin  to  the  holed  (but  actually 
quite  sharp)  specimen  in  our  September  2006  sale  that  realized 
$1,840.  The  obverse  portrait  shows  excellent  detail,  not  quite  as 
sharp  as  the  Ringo  coin  but  still  bold.  The  legends  still  remain 
in  vestiges,  despite  the  concerted  effort  spent  to  grind  them 
down  and  make  these  counterfeit  halfpence  look  more  worn 
and  passable.  The  bases  of  VS  of  GEORGIVS  remain,  as  do  a 
couple  bottom  serifs  from  III  and  hints  of  the  bases  of  R and 
X of  REX.  The  reverse  die  is  in  better  condition,  and  this  piece 
shows  that  die  boldly,  even  clearer  at  the  seated  figure's  waist 
than  the  aforementioned  Ringo  specimen.  A rim  bruise  is  seen 
on  the  obverse  at  5:00,  with  a few  other  little  rim  nicks  around 
that  side,  but  only  the  most  insignificant  field  marks.  The 
reverse  shows  a couple  of  tiny  rim  nicks  at  the  top  and  some 
well-hidden  old  scratches,  mostly  horizontal,  at  the  center. 

In  November  2000,  the  Ringo  coin  sold  for  $9,487.50.  While 
finer  than  this  piece,  that  valuation  is  relevant  as  the  last  offer- 
ing— seven  years  ago — of  a specimen  that  could  be  called  both 
pretty  and  sharp  for  the  variety.  The  market  for  early  American 
rarities  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  since  then,  and  interest 
in  the  circulating  counterfeit  halfpence  series  has  increased 
concomitantly.  The  present  example  would  be  a central  prize 
in  any  well-formed  cabinet  of  Machin's  Mills  issues.

in  GEORGIUS.  Fine-15.  143.7  grains.  27.6  mm.  Probably 
worthy  of  a Very  Fine  grade  by  obverse  alone,  but  softer 
on  the  reverse.  Nice  light  brown  with  darker  halos  around 
obverse  devices,  reverse  a deeper  shade  of  chestnut  brown. 
Good  gloss  on  the  obverse,  only  microscopically  granular, 
reverse  also  glossy  and  pleasing  but  for  some  raised  old 
scale  in  dark  olive  and  mahogany  that  simply  blends  into 
the  patina  without  magnification,  mostly  in  the  upper  left 
quadrant.  A few  little  planchet  pits  behind  Britannia,  good 
bold  date.  A few  rim  bruises  are  seen,  the  most  significant 
over  US  of  GEORGIUS.  Good  overall  eye  appeal,  particularly 
when  compared  to  other  survivors  from  this  die  marriage. 
Not  quite  as  sharp  as  the  Ringo  coin,  which  has  some  reverse 
pits  but  was  really  very  pleasing.  This  variety  remains  very 
rare  in  all  grades,  particularly  so  this  nice,  and  many  collec- 
tors lack  this  marriage  entirely.

About  Uncirculated-50.  115.1  grains.  27.9  mm.  A remark- 
ably sharp  specimen  of  this  Machin's  variety,  more  detailed 
than  even  the  Albany  specimen  sold  in  2000.  The  surfaces 
show  a blend  of  pale  olive,  subtle  rose,  and  steel  brown  with 
some  slight  brightness  from  a light  cleaning,  but  the  detail  is 
incredibly  bold.  This  piece  appears  essentially  unworn  and, 
further,  is  very  boldly  struck,  showing  details  at  the  waist  of 
the  seated  figure  that  are  practically  never  seen.  Some  very 
faint  pitting  is  seen,  most  notable  above  the  obverse  portrait 
and  at  NIAon  the  reverse.  The  visual  appeal  remains  decent, 
and  as  this  piece  slowly  tones  it  will  become  even  better. 

As  noted  in  the  cataloguing  of  the  Albany  Collection 
in  the  2000  C4,  this  is  a very  tough  variety  to  find  in  high 
grade.  Rated  as  Rarity -4  overall  by  August  and  Sarrafian,  few 
specimens  are  known  better  than  Very  Fine.  This  interesting 
specimen,  never  previously  offered  at  auction  since  being 
located  in  Pennsylvania,  should  be  a new  addition  to  the 
Condition  Census.  It  will  surely  excite  enthusiasts  in  this 
American-made  halfpenny  series.

527  1776  Machin's  Mills  halfpenny.  Vlack  6-76A.  Rarity-4.  Extremely  Fine-40.  117.6  grains.  28.3  mm.  One  of  the 

nicest  examples  of  this  issue  we  have  encountered,  a magnificent  coin  fit  for  an  extremely  advanced  collection. 
Rich  dark  chocolate  brown  fields  contrast  with  slightly  lighter  brown  devices.  The  surfaces  are  essentially  smooth: 
glossy  and  free  of  both  planchet  flaws  and  post-striking  disturbances.  Considering  the  usual  planchet  quality 
of  this  issue,  the  surface  quality  and  fine  color  alone  are  enough  to  make  this  piece  an  important  specimen.  The 
sharpness,  though,  is  exceptionally  bold,  showing  little  if  any  real  wear.  The  detail  is  similar  to  the  2000  C4  Ringo 
coin,  maybe  even  a touch  sharper  on  the  ideally  centered  obverse.  The  only  hands-down  superior  specimen  is 
the  Garrett  coin,  which  still  showed  mint  color  when  sold  in  1981,  but  the  others  mentioned  by  Tom  Rinaldo  in 
his  cataloguing  of  the  Albany  Collection  are  generally  about  the  same  as  this  one;  Roper's  was  a little  less  sharp, 
the  Breen  plate  coin  is  very  similar,  and  the  Newman  coin  is  tough  to  compare  since  it  is  overstruck  on  a copper 
counterfeit  pistareen.  This  piece  shows  no  major  problems,  though  we  will  note  a short  scratch  from  12:00  into 
George  s laurel  and  a little  scratch  under  B of  BRITANNIA  as  provenance  helpers,  since  it  appears  that  this  piece 
has  never  been  offered  at  auction  before. 

This  issue  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  early  American  coins,  mostly  because  of  the  "magic  date"  it  bears. 
Though  likely  struck  in  the  late  1780s,  this  date  does  not  appear  to  have  been  chosen  at  random  by  its  minters; 
Thomas  Machin,  who  fought  for  the  Patriot  cause,  knew  its  meaning  well.  That  this  imitation  halfpenny  is  so 
tough  to  find  nice  only  adds  to  its  special  desirability.  A piece  as  pretty  and  sharp  as  this  would  be  a prize  in  any 
cabinet,  and  if  we  had  a dozen  just  like  it  to  sell  we  are  sure  we  could  find  ready  buyers.  Alas,  there  is  just  one, 
and  competition  to  own  it  will  undoubtedly  be  significant.

of  riches,  a second  choice  1776  Machin's  Mills  halfpenny  whose  color  and  surfaces  are  about  as  nice  as  ever  seen! 
Beautiful  chocolate  brown,  glossy  and  as  smooth  as  could  be  hoped  for,  with  superb  eye  appeal.  A little  softly 
struck,  as  typical,  but  good  detail  is  present  on  George's  drapery  despite  the  little  depression  at  central  reverse.  A 
dramatically  placed  planchet  flaw  on  George's  eye  makes  this  example  distinctive  and  memorable,  minuscule  rim 
bruise  over  X of  REX,  two  similarly  insignificant  ones  noted  over  I at  3:00  and  left  of  the  date.  A short  die  crack 
joins  the  bases  of  lA.  A simply  beautiful  coin,  one  that  will  more  than  satisfy  any  collector's  desire  to  acquire  this 
most  sought-after  date  in  the  Machin's  series.  The  previous  piece  notwithstanding,  specimens  of  this  quality  are 
rarely  encountered.

Struck  on  a thin  planchet,  usual  softness  at  centers,  particularly  on  the 
reverse.  The  date  is  present  and  legible  though  not  bold.  A pleasing  even  appearance,  a perfectly  collectible  worn 
specimen  of  this  issue.

Very  Fine-35. 107.9  grains.  27.5  mm.  Very  boldy  struck,  with 
a complete  Union  Jack  on  the  reverse  shield  and  a wealth 
of  other  fine  detail,  tempting  us  sorely  to  call  this  coin  full 
EF.  Pleasing  light  to  medium  brown  with  very  attractive 
woodgraining  and  deeper  color  at  peripheries.  Very  fine 
granularity  is  visible,  more  a result  of  scattered  fine  fissures 
than  ground  porosity  or  something  similar,  appealing  both 
in  hand  and  under  a glass.

Abundant  sharp  detail  remains, 
including  most  of  the  invidual  hair  strands  on  the  obverse 
figure,  a bold  profile  and  drapery,  and  full  legends.  A few 
little  planchet  fissures  are  noted  under  the  date,  though  it 
remains  bold.  Probably  a ground  find  from  its  overall  look, 
but  not  badly  rough  and  not  extensively  worn  when  lost.  A 
pleasing  example  of  this  imitation  issue  with  a Revolution- 
ary War  date;  1778  marked  the  founding  of  the  U.S.  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point,  a fortification  with  which  Captain

Good  obverse  sharpness,  bold  portrait  and  full  legends.  The 
reverse  shows  a full  bold  date  and  crisp  NIA  to  indicate  an 
early  reverse  die  state.  A few  little  green  flecks  are  seen,  mostly 
left  of  the  seated  figure.  A very  collectible  example  overall.

Extremely  Fine-40. 105.2  grains.  27.2  mm.  Very  sharp  devices 
raise  from  dark  grey  surfaces.  Evenly  granular  but  still  glossy, 
probably  a grouncl  find  based  on  the  tiny  specks  of  green 
scale  at  shoulder  truncation,  above  AN,  and  below  final  A 
of  BRITANNIA.  Imperceptibly  bent,  noticeable  only  when 
rocked  on  a flat  surface.

Medium  brown  devices  rise  from  dark  emerald  green  fields, 
with  the  slightly  glossy  patina  of  a dug  coin.  Very  minor 
granularity  is  seen,  though  both  sides  show  light  pinscratches 
and  abrasions  over  much  of  the  surfaces,  undoubtedly  dat- 
ing from  the  time  this  coin  was  found  long  ago.  Without 
magnification  the  scratches  are  barely  visible,  blending  into 
the  pleasing  background,  but  for  a single  scratch  under  the 
bust  truncation.

A very  scarce  muling  that  bridges  two  extremely  popular 
early  American  series.  Dark  chestnut  brown  with  lighter 
devices.  The  surfaces  are  finely  granular  and  show  scattered 
tiny  pits,  but  good  detail  comes  through  despite  the  very 
thin  planchet.  The  portrait  is  pretty  well  defined,  less  worn 
than  the  grade  might  indicate.  Most  of  GEORGIVS  and  REX 
is  plain,  while  a die  bulge  at  III  limits  detail  but  allows  the 
letters  to  be  rendered.  Most  of  the  denticles  at  right  obverse 
are  visible.  The  date,  LIB,  and  the  seated  figure  are  very  bold 
on  the  reverse,  INDE  ET  are  somewhat  obscured.  A tiny  rim 
nick  is  noted  under  the  date.  This  obverse  die  was  used  on 
1778-dated  imitation  halfpence  in  addition  to  mulings  with 
1787-dated  and  the  present  1788-dated  Connecticut  reverses. 
Tough  to  find  but  extremely  interesting  historically,  any 
specimen  of  this  variety  is  a prize  for  those  interested  in 
early  American  numismatics. 


544  Great  Britain.  1775  contemporary  counterfeit  halfpenny. 
Double  struck.  About  Uncirculated-55. 63.4  grains.  26.9  mm. 
Glossy  medium  brown  with  smooth  surfaces  and  superb 
aesthetic  appeal.  A bold  misstrike,  struck  once  normally  on 
this  badly  underweight  planchet,  then  struck  again  at  1:00 
about  90%  off-center.  The  reverse  of  the  tab  double  strike 
shows  an  indent  rather  than  a second  reverse  impression. 
Very  little  detail  is  present  at  centers,  as  struck,  but  almost 
no  wear  is  present  on  either  the  main  strike  or  the  tab.  Some 
trivial  little  hairlines  are  seen  on  the  reverse.  An  eye-catching 
error,  ideal  for  an  early  American  collection  that  embraces 
these  coppers  that  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  circulating  small 
change  in  both  the  colonies  and  Great  Britain.

grains.  27.9  mm.  A rare  British  evasion  that  has  been  avidly 
collected  by  American  collectors  for  generations  based  upon 
its  Whiggish  and  familiar  legends.  Smooth  and  glossy  medium 
steel  brown  with  some  faint  undertones.  Tough  to  grade 
since  so  little  detail  was  in  the  die,  but  only  lightly  worn  and 
showing  full  legends  despife  cenfral  soffness.  Some  minor 
hairlines  are  seen,  single  near-vertical  scratch  between  PA  of 
HISPANIOLA  down  into  device,  a few  exfremely  minor  rim 
nicks.  The  American  relevance  of  this  piece  is  bolstered  by  the 
evasionary  reverse  legend,  a reference  fo  the  island  today  made 
up  of  the  nations  of  Haiti  and  the  Dominican  Republic.  This 
type  is  listed  by  Breen  (as  "extremely  rare"),  was  described 
further  in  Colonial  Newsletter  number  4,  and  was  included  in 
New  Netherlands'  56th  sale,  though  it  was  missing  from  Boyd- 
Ford,  from  Norweb,  and  from  Garretf — fhough  those  old-time 
collections  all  had  multiple  different  Auctori  Plebis  types.  This 
signed  circulating  type  deserves  a spot  in  an  advanced  cabinet, 
and  based  upon  its  absence  from  ofher  such  collections  it  may 
be  a long  time  before  anofher  similar  opportunify  arrives.

40.  102.2  grains.  26.6  mm.  A very  high  quality  specimen  of 
fhis  rare  and  enigmatic  issue,  part  of  fhe  British  evasionary 
series  but  pursued  by  American  collectors  since  Crosby's  day. 
Smooth  and  attractive  dark  chocolate  brown  with  slightly 
lighter  devices.  Excellent  eye  appeal,  free  of  significanf  flaws, 
just  some  frivial  hairlines.  The  obverse  die  is  broken  behind 
the  portrait,  with  a break  seen  at  the  base  of  C in  AUCTORI 
and  a line  of  swelling  down  to  the  back  of  the  head.  This  swell- 
ing reduces  the  sharpness  of  fhe  bases  of  ORI,  which  remain 
perfecfly  plain.  The  Ford  specimen  shows  less  detail  in  this 
portion  of  the  legend,  likely  caused  by  a later  die  state.  A slight 
crack  across  the  truncation  on  this  piece  is  also  seen  in  a later 
state  on  the  Ford  piece,  which  realized  $1,150  in  2004.  Other 
specimens  were  present  in  Norweb  II  (Lot  2448)  and  Garrett 
(Lot  1514,  ex  Miller),  and  further  information  can  be  found  in 
Colonial  Newsleffer  2 as  well  as  New  Netherlands  sales  51 
and  56.  Over  the  years,  very  few  specimens  of  fhis  type  have 
been  offered  at  public  auction,  making  this  unusual  circulating 
issue  a prime  desiderata  of  early  American  enfhusiasfs.

Rich  glossy  dark 
chocolate  brown  with  exceptional  eye  appeal  for  this  some- 
times ugly  issue.  The  surfaces  are  smoofh  and  choice,  though 
the  reverse  shows  the  inherent  roughness  in  that  die.  The 
strike  is  bold  despite  the  late  die  state,  easily  recognized  by 
the  large  break  at  the  left  of  the  clock,  and  about  half  of  the 
clock  face  can  be  seen  aside  from  all  peripheral  legends  and 
details.  A cut  on  the  edge  atop  the  obverse  is  not  visible  from 
either  side.  A well  above  average  example  of  fhis  enigmafic 
buf  popular  early  token  issue.

28.2  mm.  A magnificent  property  from  the  turn  of  the  19th 
century,  first  offered  in  January  1800  to  commemorate  George 
Washington's  death.  Rich  bright  yellow  gold  with  frosted 
devices  standing  in  bold  contrast  to  deeply  reflective  fields. 
The  fine  detail  is  fully  realized  on  this  extremely  thin  gold 
planchet,  struck  as  a uniface  piece  with  an  embossed  reverse. 
A few  trivial  ripples  are  seen  at  the  edge,  including  a light 
bruise  at  3:00  and  another  atop  the  piece,  likely  where  this 
was  once  housed  in  an  elaborate  piece  of  jewelry.  The  visual 
appeal  of  this  piece  is  jewel-like,  glittering  and  eye-catching, 
a beautiful  piece  of  goldcraft. 

On  January  13, 1800,  goldsmith  and  jeweler  Eben  Moulton 
of  Cornhill  Street  in  Boston  listed  the  following  classified 
advertisement  in  the  Columbian  Centinel  and  Massachusetts 
Federalist:  "FOR  THE  LADIES.  Washington  Medals,  designed 
to  put  up  in  Lockets  &c.  executed  by  Mr.  Perkins,  for  sale  at 
No.  11  Cornhill  by  Eben  Moulton."  This  "ladies  medal,"  of 
more  delicate  size  and  distinctive  production,  was  the  type 
.seen  here.  Of  the  specimens  that  survive — which  perhaps 
number  a dozen  or  so,  many  of  which  are  in  institutional 
collections — several  are  contained  in  fancy  jewelry  of  the 
period,  including  the  specimen  offered  in  our  May  1993  sale 
with  a multi-pearled  bezel  and  the  specimen  that  descended 
in  the  family  of  John  Marshall,  now  in  the  collection  of  the 


Colonial  Williamsburg  Foundation.  It  appears  that  this  one- 
sided medal  was  sold  on  its  own,  such  that  the  purchaser 
could  have  a custom  piece  of  jewelry  produced  to  house  it, 
though  undoubtedly  Moulton  could  have  made  any  sort  of 
housing  to  order.  There  also  exist  at  least  a couple  displayed 
in  a grand  Masonic  housing  (see  The  Numismatist,  February 
1954)  and  one  example  was  simply  holed  for  suspension. 

This  type  is  offered  only  when  world-class  offerings  of 
Washingtoniana  are  sold.  The  Ford  specimen,  one  of  the 
finest  and  earlier  from  the  Zabriskie  and  Boyd  Collections, 
brought  $21,850  back  in  May  2004.  The  only  other  specimen 
we  have  offered  in  the  last  decade  was  the  Norweb  example, 
sold  as  part  of  our  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  offer- 
ing in  January  2003.  The  number  in  private  hands  could  be 
as  small  as  a half  dozen. 

More  elusive  than  the  gold  Washington  Funeral  Urn 
medals,  this  type  is  still  lacking  from  many  major  cabinets. 
The  present  specimen  is  among  the  best  extant,  with  superb 
color  and  sharpness,  never  damaged  or  holed.  Its  distinctive 
nature — perhaps  the  only  early  American  medal  manufac- 
tured for  and  marketed  to  women — gives  it  an  especially 
historic  appeal  and  should  make  any  advanced  Washingtonia 
collector  bid  aggressively.

The  peripheries  show  some 
subtle  rose  toning  that  suggest  a long  ago  cleaning,  though  the  surfaces  look  pleasing  and  natural  and  this  reton- 
ing seems  nearly  complete.  Some  extremely  fine  granularity  is  seen,  a few  scattered  pits  on  the  obverse,  no  bad 
planchet  flaws.

Rare  and  Desirable  1830  LM-5,  V-13  Half  Dime 

A Recent  Discovery

1830  LM-5,  V-13.  Rarity-6+.  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  A memo- 
rable coin  that  recently  came  to  us  in  an  old  time  collection. 
Silver-gray  with  a mix  of  golden  hues  and  a couple  of  tiny  blue 
flecks  mixed  in.  There  are  moderate  hairlines  over  the  devices 
from  handling  and  circulation,  but  the  coin  looks  wholesome 
enough  and  would  certainly  be  considered  a typical  specimen 
in  terms  of  color  and  surface  quality.  What  sets  this  coin  apart 
is  the  pair  of  dies  used  to  coin  it.  The  obverse  die  was  used  to 
coin  other  1830  half  dimes  but  developed  a crack  from  the  rim 
down  into  Liberty's  cap  and  curls,  other  light  cracks  formed 
to  connect  some  of  the  stars.  Despite  these  minor  die  cracks, 
the  obverse  die  was  paired  with  this  reverse — a die  which 
had  also  been  used  to  coin  other  1830  half  dimes  prior  to 
this  die  pairing.  This  particular  die  marriage  was  not  known 
to  Valentine  in  1930  but  was  discovered  by  Eric  Gutscher  in 
1986  and  became  known  as  G-13  or  V-13  for  half  dime  col- 
lectors. When  Russell  Logan  and  John  McCloskey  published 
their  Federal  Half  Dimes  1792-1837  in  1998  this  variety  became 
known  as  LM-5.  In  the  21  years  since  discovery  in  a period 
of  increasing  study  of  half  dimes,  a total  of  13  examples  are 
now  known  including  those  reported  in  the  John  Reich  survey 
(December  2005),  including  the  present  specimen  and  Reiver  coin. 
Undoubtedly  a few  more  exist  in  type  or  date  collections  that 
will  be  discovered  in  the  coming  decades,  but  this  die  marriage 
is  quite  difficult  to  obtain  and  remains  one  of  the  scarcest  in 
the  entire  series  of  Capped  Bust  half  dimes.  The  present  coin 
is  tied  for  seventh  finest  with  a total  of  three  examples  in  the 
John  Reich  Condition  Census  as  updated  by  JRCS  members 
Richard  Meaney,  Steve  Crain  and  Glenn  Peterson  since  the 
discovery  of  the  present  coin.  The  census  is  as  follows:  65, 


58, 50, 45, 40, 35, 30,  30, 30,  25, 15,  6,  4.  Our  thanks  to  Richard 
Meaney  for  taking  on  our  challenge  to  let  us  know  the  recent 
discoveries  of  this  die  variety  to  more  accurately  reflect  the 
current  census. 

Why  is  this  die  pairing  so  rare?  Evidence  falls  on  the  failure  of  the 
obverse  die.  Recall  that  the  obverse  had  been  used  to  coin  the  1830  V-10, 
LM-1  and  V-9,  LM-2  varieties  first  where  the  light  cracks  developed.  When 
paired  with  this  reverse  die,  the  obverse  failed  almost  immediately  by 
forming  a full  cud  at  the  rim  above  star  five  and  touching  the  outer  three 
points  of  star  six.  At  least  seven  of  the  known  specimens  of  this  variety 
show  this  full  cud.  The  MS-65  Reiver  coin  also  has  the  full  cud,  while  the 
AU-58  Logan-McCloskey  plate  coin  does  not  but  shows  light  die  cracks  in 
this  area.  This  implies  that  the  die  failed  suddenly,  unlike  most  cuds  which 
form  over  fime  starting  as  cracks,  then  loose  pieces  which  are  retained  by 
the  die  and  slowly  pushed  out  or  break  away  after  striking  many  more 
coins  during  the  process.  This  particular  obverse  must  have  failed  very 
quickly  with  the  piece  of  die  flying  away  during  the  regular  coining  process. 
A handful  of  pieces  were  struck  before  it  was  replaced  and  show  the  full 
cud  as  seen  here.  Obverse  die  cuds  are  particularly  rare  as  the  obverse  was 
the  fixed  or  anvil  die  while  the  reverse  was  the  hammer  die  which  moved 
down  to  strike  the  planchet  in  the  coining  press.  The  dynamics  of  striking 
tend  to  cause  the  hammer  (or  reverse  die  in  this  case)  to  suffer  the  worst 
of  the  stress  and  thus  reverses  are  more  commonly  found  with  die  cracks 
or  retained  cuds.  The  coiner  would  quickly  notice  the  obverse  die  failure 
and  replace  the  die  or  halt  coinage  until  a new  die  was  prepared  while  the 
endlessly  moving  reverse  die  was  less  likely  to  be  noticed  once  it  started 
to  fail.  Specialists  are  far  more  likely  fo  obtain  a terminal  die  state  with  a 
full  cud  of  a reverse  than  an  obverse,  based  on  experience. 

Interestingly,  after  striking  the  current  1830  half  dime  variety,  this 
reverse  was  later  used  again  to  strike  two  more  die  marriages  of  1829 
half  dimes  followed  yet  later  by  three  more  die  marriages  with  1830 
obverses,  before  fhe  reverse  die  was  finally  retired.  Such  was  the  life  of  a 
die  which  held  up — fhey  were  all  used  until  they  were  completely  worn 
out  or  broken.

reverse  fields.  No  signs  of  toning  aside  from  a dusting  of  gold  near  the  rims.  Clean  surfaces  although  a strong 
magnifier  will  discover  a shallow  nearly  vertical  tick  on  Liberty's  neck  and  light  disturbances  in  the  right  obverse 
field.  The  strike  is  bold  on  Liberty's  curls  and  the  stars,  with  ample  depth  imparted  by  the  dies.  On  the  reverse  the 
eagle  sports  strong  feather  definition  although  a hint  of  softness  is  found  on  his  breast  and  thigh.  The  eagle's  eye 
is  particularly  bold  as  though  he  was  checking  for  a tender  morsel  in  the  surrounding  wreath.  This  die  pairing  is 
scarcer  than  most,  accounting  for  perhaps  one  in  ten  1796  dimes.  Finding  a Mint  State  example  is  a considerable 
challenge  and  the  present  coin  should  suit  most  advanced  collectors.  1796  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomi- 
nation, and  most  high-grade  examples  show  careful  coinage  with  sharp  strikes  and  mirror  fields. 

The  obverse  die  has  a very  thin  crack  from  the  edge  through  the  first  star  to  the  lo^vest  curl,  similarly  on  the  reverse  a very  thin  die 
crack  is  seen  left  of  the  first  S in  STATES.

The 
design  features  are  frosted,  and  the  fields  display  watery 
reflectivity.  One  of  only  670  Proofs  minted  of  this  date. 


781  1907  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-64.  A boldly  struck  and  well 
preserved  example  of  this  date,  one  of  the  finer  ones  from  the 
mintage  of  575  struck  in  Proof.  One  tiny  speck  above  Liberty's 
eye  and  a couple  of  minute  hairlines  fail  to  diminish  the  eye 
appeal  significantly.  The  fields  are  wonderfully  reflective. 

782  1914-D  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated-64.  Toned  with 
slightly  mottled  golden  hues  over  lustre.  The  strike  is  quite 
bold,  even  on  the  wreath.  Clean  surfaces  show  no  readily 
apparent  signs  of  handling,  and  this  one  may  qualify  for  a 
higher  grade.

One  of  the  finer  examples  of  this  popular 
first  year  of  issue  to  pass  through  our  doors  in  many  years, 
with  radiant  mint  lustre  in  the  fields  and  abundant  eye  ap- 
peal. The  color  is  bright  silver-white  with  a dusting  of  gold 
starting  to  form  near  the  rims  and  a touch  of  haze.  As  to  the 
strike  it  is  quite  sharp  with  very  nearly  a full  head  on  Liberty 
and  all  the  bosses  on  the  shield  are  complete.  The  surfaces  are 
a delight  to  study,  with  the  unusual  lustre  imparted  by  the 
dies  untouched  by  time  or  mishandling.  This  style  of  lustre 
was  used  only  in  1916  to  1917  on  the  new  silver  coins  includ- 
ing Mercury  dimes.  Standing  Liberty  quarters  and  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollars.  This  lustre  has  a more  textured,  thicker 
appearance  than  seen  on  previous  issues,  and  was  imparted 
by  a new  process  used  to  finish  the  die  fields.  By  1918  the  die 
finish  was  changed  again  and  the  lustre  produced  was  more 
in  keeping  with  that  seen  in  years  prior  to  1916. 


With  the  events  of  World  War  I enveloping  many  of  the 
world's  nations  in  1916,  America  determined  to  change  the 
older  style  Barber  coinage  designs  which  had  been  launched 
in  1892.  Focus  was  placed  on  the  half  dollar  and  the  new  Walk- 
ing Liberty  design  was  released  in  late  1916  about  the  time 
the  new  Mercury  dime  was  released  in  late  October  of  that 
year.  It  was  expected  that  the  new  Standing  LiberW  quarter 
would  be  coined  starting  in  191 7 but  for  some  reason  52,000 
pieces  were  struck  dated  1916  and  released  along  with  the 
first  batches  of  1917  quarters.  Since  the  "discov'erv'"  of  the 
1916  Standing  LiberW  quarters,  collectors  have  eagerlv  sought 
them  out  for  their  date  collections.  Most  entered  circulation 
for  a time  before  their  rariW  and  significance  was  understood, 
with  the  present  coin  being  a notable  exception  as  it  was  saved 
in  such  splendid  condition.

The  following  160  or  so  lots  represent  the  first  two  denominations  of  an  old  time  holding 
of  U.S.  coin  rolls,  saved  at  a time  before  the  rolls  craze  of  the  1960s.  The  quality  ranges  from 
absolutely  superb,  "mint  fresh"  coins  to  some  that  may  only  be  considered  average.  As  our 
bronze  cents  are  some  of  the  most  reactive  of  U.S.  coins,  you  will  find  some  that  are  noticeably 
spotted;  but  others  are  absolute  gems  that  will  surprise  even  the  most  jaded  numismatist.  The 
nickels  are  generally  pleasing.  The  rolls  have  remain  unchecked  for  doubled  dies,  repunched 
mintmarks,  overmintmarks,  repunched  dates,  and  all  other  variants  that  have  become  popular 
since  these  rolls  were  squirreled  away  decades  ago,  so  these  rolls  might  represent  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  sharp-eyed  numismatist  to  add  some  fresh  and  interesting  coins  to  his  or  her 
collection.  We  suggest  that  all  interested  parties  view  and  consider  this  high  quality  grouping 
closely,  as  the  dispersal  of  similar  roll  hoards  over  the  last  several  decades  has  made  a rare 
occurrence  out  of  offerings  of  the  quality  and  magnitude  seen  below.

This  bar  is  illustrated  in  Dave  Bowers'  leviathan  A Cali- 
fornia Gold  Rush  History  on  p.766,  as  one  of  four  examples 
found  from  Mold  J&H  M.-02.  The  numbering  sequence 
above  9000  has  been  attributed  to  the  Justh  & Hunter  office 
in  Marysville,  California,  while  those  in  the  4000  numbered 
series  are  thought  to  have  been  made  at  the  assay  office 
in  San  Francisco.  Only  25  Justh  & Hunter  ingots  from  the 
Marysville  sequence  were  found  among  the  wreckage 


of  the  famed  "Ship  of  Gold,"  a few  of  which  were  large 
enough  that  they  may  have  been  converted  into  simple 
"faceplates."  Among  the  thousands  of  ingots  found,  these 
Justh  and  Hunter  bars  from  the  Gold  Rush-outpost  of 
Marysville  stand  as  an  extremely  scarce  subcategory. 

Gold  ingots  of  this  fineness  were  intended  as  temporary 
forms  to  efficiently  transport  great  material  wealth.  This 
bar — slightly  heavier  than  38  double  eagles — should  have 
been  melted  and  converted  to  coin  or  other  uses  upon  the 
safe  arrival  of  the  S.S.  Central  America,  though  with  its 
tragic  loss  we  are  left  with  these  rare  and  valuable  souv’e- 
nirs  from  the  richest  gold  rush  ever.  Never  again  will  such 
a cache  be  discovered,  as  no  greater  cache  was  ever  lost, 
nor  were  any  whose  value  was  even  close.  Now  widelv 
dispersed,  the  ingots  from  the  "Ship  of  Gold"  have  become 
important  centerpieces  in  many  collections  of  coins  and 
artifacts  of  the  Old  West.  This  prize  will  become  a distinc- 
tive highlight  in  any  historical  enthusiasts  holdings.

1484  1796  No  Stars.  Bass-Dannreuther-2.  Rarity-4.  Choice  About 
Uncirculated-55.  A formidable  example  of  this  coveted  rar- 
ity which  scarcely  circulated  before  being  saved.  The  strike 
is  sharp  on  all  lettering  and  devices,  notably  on  LIBERTY. 
Examination  of  the  surfaces  will  discover  very  faint  pin 
scratching  in  the  left  obverse  field,  scarcely  visible  without 
close  scrutiny.  The  balance  of  the  surfaces  are  quite  nice  with 
a scattering  of  tiny  tics  from  brief  circulation  but  generally 
well  preserved  since  that  time.  This  is  a middle  die  state  coin 
listed  in  Bass-Dannreuther  as  obverse  state  c and  reverse 
state  b with  a thin  die  crack  in  the  middle  left  obverse  field 
and  a small  lump  on  the  upper  feather  of  the  right  wing  near 
the  denticles.  When  this  coin  was  struck  the  obverse  die  had 
been  carefully  lapped  to  remove  most  of  the  thin  die  crack 
through  LIBER(TY)  without  affecting  the  curls  on  Liberty. 
For  identification,  there  is  a small  nick  on  Liberty's  cap  near 
the  upper  edge  below  the  post  of  the  E in  LIBERTY  and  a 
small  nick  near  the  drapery  on  Liberty's  chest.  On  the  reverse 
there  are  hints  of  adjustment  marks  crossing  the  shield  and 
the  eagle's  chest  at  a slight  angle  left  of  vertical.  Evidence  of 
lustre  in  the  protected  areas  and  the  surfaces  are  clean  and 
attractive  in  every  way.  Few  examples  of  this  issue  survived 
in  such  pristine  condition  as  many  suffered  ignominious 
fates.  Most  known  examples  of  the  No  Stars  quarter  eagle 
have  some  type  of  problem,  many  in  fact  were  saved  simply 
becau.se  they  were  mounted  in  jewelry,  coins  which  otherwise 
would  likely  have  disappeared  into  the  melting  pots  during 
the  various  gold  run  ups  of  the  19th  century.  Such  jewelry 


coins  often  have  surfaces  which  show  extensive  nicks  and 
were  often  polished  to  brighten  up  the  necklace  or  bezel,  a 
far  less  desirable  outcome  than  seen  here.  The  present  coin 
was  cracked  out  of  an  AU-55  (PCGS)  since  the  last  time  it 
appeared  in  September  2006. 

The  reverse  die  shows  curious  guide  line  evidence  on  the  right  side 
with  extensions  on  the  top  left  of  many  letters  and  wing  of  fhe  eagle.  This 
is  likely  the  genesis  for  the  "die  break"  at  the  top  of  the  right  wing  of  the 
eagle  as  raised  die  lines  extend  left  of  each  letter  in  OF  AMERIC(A)  and 
no  examples  are  reported  that  do  not  show  the.se  lumpy  die  guide  lines. 
Perhaps  this  sloppy  engraving  feature  attests  to  the  haste  employed  to  get 
the  dies  finished  or  the  lack  of  talent  of  the  engraver  assigned  this  task.  A 
plausible  explanation  is  the  fact  that  the  initial  pair  of  quarter  eagle  dies 
lasted  only  a brief  time  before  the  prior  reverse  die  cracked  and  needed  to 
be  replaced  before  coinage  could  resume.  The  die  steel  used  in  1796  was 
fraught  with  problems,  many  dies  show  evidence  of  bubbles  or  cracked 
severely  and  very  early  during  coinage.  Furthermore,  for  the  first  time  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  managed  to  coin  all  the  denominations  within  a single 
year,  quite  an  accomplishment  as  they  had  started  coin  production  only 
in  1793.  It  is  likely  that  a new  1796  quarter  eagle  reverse  die  was  needed 
and  whoever  was  available  was  put  to  the  task.  The  heavy  guide  line  seen 
in  the  field  near  the  denticles,  placed  on  the  die  to  align  the  tops  of  the  let- 
tering or  base  of  the  date  is  also  seen  in  a similar  fashion  on  the  1798  half 
eagle  obverse  die  used  fo  coin  varieties  BD-1  and  BD-2  of  that  year.  Rarely 
are  guide  lines  more  than  shallow  compass  lines  which  could  easily  Lx’ 
polished  off  the  die  prior  to  coinage  being  struck.  In  this  strange  case,  the 
guide  line  was  nearly  the  depth  of  fhe  engraved  lettering  and  thus  could 
not  be  completely  polished  away.

Sharply  impressed  on  all  devices.  The  surfaces  retain  some 
lustre  and  the  color  is  quite  attractive  with  coppery  gold  ac- 
cents surrounding  the  devices.  The  reverse  is  sharp  and  has 
no  distracting  nicks  or  handling  marks.  From  the  meager 
mintage  of  4,400  pieces  it  is  believed  that  a paltry  75  to  100 
pieces  exist  today  to  represent  this  entire  issue.  A single  pair 
of  dies  was  used  to  coin  these  and  all  remain  in  fervent  col- 
lector demand.  The  vast  majority  were  melted  in  subsequent 
years  as  the  price  of  gold  held  steady  above  the  face  value 
of  these  Capped  Bust  with  Motto  coins.  The  design  was  by 
John  Reich  and  it  appears  that  these  quarter  eagles  did  not 
circulate  widely.  Most  surviving  specimens  show  minimal 
wear  from  circulation  before  being  saved.

Only  one 
example  of  the  date  has  been  graded  finer  than  the  present 
coin  by  NGC,  and  rightfully  so — it  will  no  doubt  prove  very 
difficult  to  improve  upon  the  quality  offered  here.  How  this 
coin  managed  to  survive  in  such  superlative  condition  is  now 
known,  but  here  it  is  to  confirm  the  quality  coming  out  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  over  200  years  ago.  Type  collectors  make 
note,  for  here  is  an  absolutely  choice  example  of  one  of  four 
Blunt  1 varieties  enumerated  in  the  Bass-Dannreuther  text.  A 
splendid  coin  that  will  entice  any  numismatist  to  examine  its 
lovely  surfaces  and  research  its  rich  historical  significance.

Nicely  struck  for  the  issue,  with  strong  central  details  on  both 
sides  including  the  stars.  Small  reverse  arrows,  a variety  that 
Breen  called  "rare"  in  his  Encyclopedia  (1988),  though  more 
specimens  have  undoubtedly  surfaced  since  the  appearance 
of  that  monumental  work  than  were  known  to  Breen  at  the 
time  of  publication.  Likely  within  the  top  20  known  for  this 
variety,  none  of  which  exceed  MS-63  to  date.  The  present  coin 
is  among  the  finest  examples  of  the  date  certified  by  NGC  or 
PCGS.  Heavy  reverse  clash  marks  with  portions  of  a reversed, 
incused  LIBERTY  among  the  vertical  shield  stripes  as  usually 
seen.  No  die  cracks  are  seen,  and  it  appears  that  the  reverse  die 
had  been  lapped  as  shallow  devices  are  present  and  the  lower 
arrow  shaft  is  missing  within  the  eagle's  claws.  Identifiable  by 
a minor  nick  on  Liberty's  jaw  and  a shallow  low  area  in  the 
field  between  Liberty's  curls  and  the  eleventh  star. 

John  W.  McCloskey  did  an  extensive  study  of  the  Classic 
Head  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles,  the  half  eagle  portion 


was  published  in  The  John  Reich  journal  Volume  10,  September 
1989  with  periodic  updates  when  new  die  pairings  were  later 
discovered.  The  quarter  eagle  portion  was  published  by  him 
in  The  John  Reich  Journal  Volume  23,  January  1994. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  Mint  Engraver  William  Kneass  was 
experimenting  with  many  of  the  die  punches  during  this 
period.  In  particular  the  4 used  on  many  denominations  in 
1834  shows  all  sorts  of  variation.  This  continued  all  year  as 
both  the  Fat  Head  Five  designs  of  early  1834  are  known  with 
and  with  the  Crosslet  4 and  Plain  4 and  are  represented  by  a 
total  of  4 die  pairings.  Once  the  gold  content  was  reduced  by 
Congress  in  mid  1834  the  Classic  Head  design  was  adopted, 
Kneass's  experimentation  with  the  4s  continued  in  that  series 
as  well.  A single  obverse  shows  the  Crosslet  4 in  the  Classic 
Head  series,  and  the  Plain  4 evidently  won  that  battle  with 
Kneass  adapting  that  for  further  die  engraving.  In  1835  all 
sorts  of  styles  of  5s  were  used  on  coin  denominations,  and 
this  field  of  study  is  wide  open  for  anyone  to  study  across 
the  denominations  in  copper,  silver  and  gold.

The  obverse  denticles  are  sharp  around  the  edge  although  slightly  soft  on  the  upper  left,  an  area  corresponding 
to  light  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  edge  below  the  branch.  The  strike  is  sharp  with  strong  definition  on 
Liberty's  curls  and  the  eagle's  wings.  A small  round  pit  is  seen  left  of  STATES  near  the  denticles,  microscopic 
evidence  of  an  attempted  incursion  in  the  past.  While  this  feature  may  deter  some  collectors,  it  is  quite  small  and 
likely  will  not  be  a significant  factor  in  the  future.  All  in  all,  this  is  an  impressive  example  of  this  first  year  of  issue 
gold  eagle,  America's  largest  gold  coin  for  several  decades  and  a coin  which  brings  with  it  tremendous  national 
pride  from  this  early  Federal  period.

The  surfaces  are  clean  and  attractive  with  enough  sur- 
viving lustre  to  please  the  eye.  As  to  the  strike  all  devices  are 
sharp — in  particular  the  curls  on  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  which 
show  no  signs  of  weakness.  A small  natural  planchet  void 
is  seen  on  the  lower  left  reverse  above  the  CA  of  AMERICA 
which  was  caused  during  the  gold  ingot  rolling  process 
during  planchet  preparation.  Faint  adjustment  marks  are 
seen  on  the  reverse  around  the  edge  with  a handful  of  lines 
crossing  the  eagle.  In  terms  of  color,  the  surfaces  are  a rich 
yellow-gold  with  coppery-gold  accents  through  the  periph- 
eral stars  and  lettering.  There  is  a trio  of  shallow  scratches 
below  the  branch  on  the  lower  reverse,  and  these  will  serve 
to  hallmark  this  particular  specimen. 

For  the  collector,  obtaining  an  example  of  this  first  year  of 
issue  Ten  dollar  gold  piece  is  a desirable  goal.  The  "eagle" 
as  it  became  known  was  first  conceived  along  with  the  other 
well  known  denominations  then  being  struck.  None  were 
struck  in  1793  or  1794  as  the  required  surety  bond  could  not 
be  obtained  to  cover  the  mint  workers  handling  the  valuable 


gold  bullion.  Despite  the  threatened  death  penalty  for  those 
guilty  of  producing  debased  coinage  or  for  outright  steal- 
ing, a surety  bond  was  still  required.  The  correct  bond  was 
obtained  in  1795  and  gold  coinage  began  with  Eagles  and 
Half  eagles,  with  Quarter  eagles  following  along  in  1796.  The 
importance  of  the  1795  eagle  can  not  be  overstated.  It  was 
the  largest  and  highest  denomination  gold  coin  produced  for 
circulation  at  the  time  and  represented  the  finest  workman- 
ship available  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Each  planchet  was 
carefully  weighed  and  adjusted  by  filing  oft  any  excess  gold 
prior  to  being  struck,  underweight  planchets  were  rejected 
and  melted  to  be  formed  into  new  planchets  within  the  nar- 
row weight  tolerance  required.  As  seen  on  the  present  coin, 
traces  of  these  fine  file  lines  are  visible  with  a magnifier  cross- 
ing the  eagle  and  around  the  edge.  The  initial  Capped  Bust 
eagles  were  well  received  by  the  public  and  politicians,  the 
original  design  continued  into  1797  when  the  reverse  design 
was  replaced  with  a rendering  taken  from  the  Great  Seal  of 
our  country.  Production  of  eagles  halted  after  1804  until  1838 
when  the  denomination  resumed  production.
